Oc- 
cupational methods, the teaching of 
simple trades, are proving successful 
in making many of the cases self-sus- 
taining and useful members of the 
society to which they can sometimes 
be returned. 


Editor Praises School. 


In closing this interview on a sub- 
ject on which he feels deeply and is 
genuinely interested Dr. Oden gave the

§ My most exciting experience in fly- 
ing came one day when [I didn’t hap- 
— to be carrying mail, but a load of 
ireworks. 

I was flying. before the grandstand 
at Iowa State fair, both for afternoon 
and night programs. My job in the 
| evening was to give a fireworks dis- 
(play. Things were going fine, and 
| Several evenings went by without a 
‘ hitch. 
| Then, one day, an old pilot friend 
,of mine heard I was in Des Moines, 
‘and came out to see me. He had not 
‘flown for some time, but I knew he 
;was a good pilot, and I didn’t oppose 
|his request to go along with me that 
evening. I let him have the controls. 


enjoy for the first time the fireworks 
‘show I was putting on. 

We went up and things ran smooth- 
ly until the last event. the dropping 
of a huge magnesium flare. 

My friend pulled the release cord. 
and as usual the sky blazed with a 


blinding light. I had forgotten to 


warn him to protect his eyes from the 
strong light, and as a result he became 
blinded. 

There we were, a thousand or more 
feet above the thousands of people, in- 
numerable automobiles and buildings 
and other obstructions, with the land- 
ing field two miles away. 

I was a passenger in my own ship 
with a blind pilot at the. controls. 

He instinctively cut the motor and 
put the ship into a long glide which 
gave me a chance to shout instruc- 
tions back to him. I tried to climb 
back in the rear cockpit, but couldn’t 
make it, so I returned to the passen- 
ger cockpit and continued to shout in- 
structions. . 

We flew around blind for about ten 
minutes. Every once in a while l 
would tell my companion either to cut 
the motor down or give it more gas. 
or to point the nose higher or lower. 
A few more minutes and he had re- 
gained his sight enough to land. 

This wasn’t the last of our troubles, 
though. We had a makeshift landing 
field two miles away, and my own men 
had set the gas flares burning as soon 
as the last act was completed. 

While we were flying blind these 
flares had burned out. When we final- 
ly got ready to come down they had 
to get new lights to mark the exact 
location of the field. It was another 
half hour before we were able to make 
a landing. 

I have run into tough weather fly- 
ing the mail, and have had a few nar- 
row. squeaks, but that night in the 
plane with the blinded man at the 
stick remains the worst experience 
I’ve ever had.

The “All-Georgia Air Tour.” 


Probably every community in Geor- 
gia recognizes the opportunities that 
it might have in aviation and as al- 
ready given consideration to plans for 
laying out airports. The All-Georgia 
Air Tour of a fleet of planes carrying 
airport experts, who will tell them 
how they can get airports, is really 
for the purpose of stimulating action 
in @ movement that is already started. 
The fleet will leave Atlanta this 
month, sponsored by The Atlanta Con- 
stitution at the invitation of the “All- 
Georgia Air Tour” committee. 

It is not a simple task to lay out 
an airport. The very selection of a 
site, the first problem presenting it- 
self, requires care and discrimination. 
It must be large enough, and level and 
free of obstructions so that it may 
be prepared readily for immediate fly- 
ing, and it must be situated with re- 
gard to the town it is to serve in such 
a way that it will always care for the 
community's flying needs. 


Need for Trained Engineers. 


When it is being built, the airport 
must be laid out with regard for wind 
and weather conditions, care must be 
taken to prevent traffic problems with 
planes landing and taking off, as far 
as possible. Proper accommodations 
for air passengers must be provided, 
for postal facilities, for weather re- 
porting machinery, for every kind of 
activity that goes on at an airport. 
It is, in fact, a task requiring spe- 
cially-trained engineers. Airport en- 


gineers bring to the problems of air- 
port site selection, construction and 
management, the combined view points 
of aeronautical experts, architects, en- 
gineers, city planners, and -business 
men. They will translate local de- 
sire for an airport, “A place in the 
air,’’ into actual accomplishment. The 
comprehensive construction of an air- 
port is absolutely essential to its fu- 
ture functioning and safety. 

Building and operating an airport is 


no means an appalling one. The city

$150 on June + for an attempt on 
Cabarera’s life the day before. Diaz. 
or Sweeney, and Paez both confessed 


| to receiving the money and pretending 


to fire on Cabarera. 

Diaz or Gato said that the Alleva- 
tion committee had nothing to do with 
it, assuming all responsibility himself. 

According to Sweeney and T’aez's 
confession, they went to Cubarera and 
arranged with him to split the money 
with him if he would agree to the pre 
tended attack. Cabarera, they snid 
agreed to the attack and they paid him 
of the $150 they received from 

iaz. 

Cabarera, known as “The Mexican.” 
reported on June 4 that he was fired 
upon and struck with a club by two 
men, as he was going to work. “Man- 
uel understood us,” Sweeney said in 
his confession, “and agreed if we were 
picked up he would not identify us. 
We waited three or four blocks from 
his home. He came down and I snid 
‘run, so people will think you are 
hurt.’ Then I shot down in the ground 
three times.” 

When first arrested upon his re- 
turn from Jacksonville last night, Gato 
denied having paid Sweeney and Paez 
any money for the attack, but when

News.)—John D. Rockefeller is at 
last going to have a birthday present 
for which he has been working for 
years. It is a negative sort of gift— 
it isti’'t what he is to get. It is what 
he is going to get rid of. 

When Rockefeller awakes Monday, 
90 years old, no express trains will 
be screaming past his home: for the 
first time since he bought the hbeau- 
tiful Potantico hills estate, no lum- 
bering freights will be marring the 
landscape. ‘Their whistles will only 
echo dimly from a far corner of his 
1,800 acres. 

That the millfonaire might see his 
dream realized on his birthday. the 
New York Central worked gangs of 
men long and hard today on the job 
of relocating the eight miles of its 
Putnam branch which disturbed Rock- 
efeller, Tomorrow the track moving 
will be completed. 

{t was only after years of negotia- 
tions and expenditure of more than 
$1,500,000 that Rockefeller and his 


son, John D., Jr.. won* their battle 
to get the branch relocated, They 
spent $800,000 buying land along the 
offensive righ:-of-way. Then they 
prevailed upon the railroad to seek 
authority from the interstate com- 
merce commission to move the tracks. 
This pegmission was granted a few 
weeks azo with the understanding 
that the Rockefellers bear most of the 
cost, 

Rockefeller will observe his birth- 
day Monday “much as usual.” He 
will not leave the estate. Arising at 
7 o'clock he will have an early break- 
fast and his secretary will read him 
the news. Then after a round of 
golf on his private course he will rest. 


Luncheon at 1 p. m. will be fol- 
lowed by a nap and a short drive. At 
7:30 p. m. will be held the familv 
dinner per feature of a Rock- 
efeller birthday. The financier will 
issue a statement. but he does not 
wish his quiet to be disturbed by re- 
porters and photographers.

Break-Up of Reservations To 
Take Place as Self-Rule 
Is Developed. 


Klamath Falls, Ore., July 6.—(,)— 
Secretary Wilbur of the interior de- 
partment, said here today that the new 
policy of the Indian bureau contem- 
plated the cu.nplete breaking up of 
reservation life soon as it is possible 
to train the young Indian to handle 
his affairs. 

The interior avpartment head ampli- 
fied his previously stated policy, here 
ip a community immediately adjacent 
to the Klamath reservation where the 
Indian question is acutely local. He 
conferred with a number of groups 
concerning local tribal affairs before 
continuing his tour of inspection of 
interior department projects in the 
west. He planned a two-day visit to 
Crater Lake, national park. 

“As a great white father, the Amer- 
ican government has been more than 
slightly off color.” the secretary de- 
clared. “Reservations have been little 
more than jails for Indians and reser- 
vatin life has been jail life. I have no 
delusions as to changing the situation 
over night, but the time has come 
for a start to be made and we are 
making the start with necessary 
changes in the type of education now 
afforded the Indian. 

“We should be able to break up the 
reservation in 25 years,”” he added. Dr. 
Wilbur said that he expected the In- 
dian bureau to submit to. the next con- 
gress a bill whieh he hoped would 
solve some of the problems now facing 
the bureau. The legislation, he said, . 
will supersede a mass of previous 
measures which he described as anti- 
quated.

The visit was described jn Catho- | 
lie circles here as the customary visit | 
which the delegate pays after the 
werident assumes officé. Monsignor! 
tiondi, who has been in Rome in 
connection with the Mexiean chureh | 
setilement almost erontinuously since | 
March 4, does not have any diplo-| 
matic rank which is recognized by the! 
American government. 

While the visit itself was empha-| 
sized in hich administration circles to 
indicate no intention of recognition | 
of the Vatiean by the United States, 
it Wax said at the state department | 
Saturday there ix no doubt that the 
United States is now officially aware 
of the existence of the sovereignty 
of the Vatican 

The department, so far as it could 
be learned in the absence of Secre- 
tary Stimson and other high officials, 
did not arrange that call of Monsignor 
Biondi at the White House. 

American officials in Italy fully in- 
formed the department of the prog-

CHICAGO WILL AID 
U.S. INVESTIGATION 
OF CHLORIDE GAS 


Initiated Use of Smoked 
Screens, Radio and Avia- 
tion in U. S. Fleet. 


Washington, July 6.—(United 
News.)—Rear Admiral Edward W. 
Eberle, who strode the decks of Amer- 
ica’s white sailing fleet and lived to 
initiate the navy in the use of smoke 
screcns, wireless and aviation, died 
here today at the age of 64. Death 
was attributed to a malignant infee 
tion of his right ear. 

During almost half a century of 
service, Eberle, according to naval ree- 
ords, constantly was in the forefront 
of naval progress. In his later years, 
he held four of the highest posts the 
navy has to offer. He was successive- 
ly superintendent of the United States 
rfaval academy, commander-in-chiefl 
of the battle fleet, chief of naval op» 
erations, and chairman of the execue- 
tive committee of the navy general 
board. 

In the voluminous records of the 
navy department Admiral Eberle’s life 
story reads like a thrilling novel, In- 
terwoven in it are the names of many 
of the navy’s most famous ships—now 
dim ghosts of the past. 

The mad dash of the battleship Ore- 
gon, “bulldog of the American navy, 
around the Horn to come to grips at 
last with the Spanish fleet in Manila 
bay is recounted there. Eberle, then 
a young lieutenant, was on the Oregon, 
As officer in charge of its forward tur- 
ret, he splintered the Spanish cruisey 
Colon with lead. 

First Smoke Screen. 

As organizer and first commandey 
of the new Atlantic torpedo fleet, from 
1911 to 1913, Eberle first demon 
strated the advantage of the destroyer 
smoke screen. Steaming among thd 
battleships ef the Atlantic fleet with 
heavy black smoke pouring from them, 
Eberle’s destroyers compelled the 
\larger craft to stop their engines and 
open their fog whistles. _ 

Eberle assisted in installing the first 
wireless sets on American naval ves- 
sels, drew up regulations for their use, 
and was the first actively to employ 
radio communication. 

The battle fleet, backbone of thd 
navy’s fighting strength, was organ- 
ized by Eberle following the World 
War. He-was its first commander-in- 
chief. : 

From duty with this fleet in the 
Pacific, he came to Washington im 
1923 to fill the navy’s highest service 
post—that of chief of naval operas 
tions. There he served until Novem- 
ber, 1927. when he was succeeded by. 
Admiral Charles F. Hughes. 

Subsequently, Eberle was the chairs

Widespread popular resentment at 
the terms of the debt settlements has 
bolstered the irreconciliables and tecog- 
nition of the fact that they are using 
the ratifications for political purposes 
was contained in the press today.

Lua Princeton and Mabel 
Trask starred for him for several 
years, the former taking a record of 
2:01 and the latter’ trotting in 
2-01 3-4. They were his trotting stars 
until Hazleton came along, Cox mark- 
ing that stallion last year in 2:00 3-+. 

In figuring on the “two-minute” 
trotting possibilities of this season. 
Hazleton is the first to come to mind. 
The stellion has displayed such tre- 
mendous bursts of speed to warrant 
the conclusion that ultimately he will 
find his way into the circle which at 
present contains only five trotting 
stallions. 

Perhaps the greatest handicap 
which Hazleton has to overcome (0 
his quest for “two-minute” honors is 
the fact that he has been trained -to 
race and not to go exhibition miles.

RoadsAreStory of Prosperity 
To. Ford After Auto Tour

ly interviews which Henry Ford is 
giving The Constitution and the 
North American New$paper Alli- 
ance exclusively.

Detroit, Mieh., July 6.—On a June 
Sunday morning this year Mrs. Thom- 
as A. Edison handed Henry Ford a 
basket of lunch she had put up and 
waved him and his chauffeur, Burns, 
“goodbye and luck” as they drove 
away from the Edison home in Kast 
Orange, N. J... where Mr. Ford had 
been an overnight guest. 


It was 4 o'clock. Clear sky. Pienic 
lunch. Just a little non-stop trip—ex- 
cept for gas—from East Orange to 
Detroit in one day was the program. 


Bad Day For Trip. 


A bad day for such a trip, for it 
was Sunday, when all the United 
States gets out on wheels. But Mr. 
Ford, who was in one of his own lit- 
tle cars, wanted to see the most of 
folk and countryside and _ highway 
traffic possible in one day. The route 
was through the Delaware water gap. 
on route “U. S. 20” and “U. S. 6,” 
through the Alleghenies, Troy, Pa., 
‘Erie, Cleveland and Toledo. 

Asked his. impression of people, 
homes, farms, highways and automo- 
biles, Mr. Ford beamed. 

“Everything, everywhere, looked 75 
per cent better than 10 years ago,” 
he said. 

“We drove through in one day, 
made fast time, and we did.not break 
the law. But we kept goim. Mis. 
Edison's basket of lunch saved us 
the time we must otherwise have 
spent waiting for meals at hotels. We 
ate as we rode.” 


Things Much Better. 


“Why are things so much better 
than 10 years ago?’ | 
_ “Transportation and industry—that 
is the answer,” Mr. Ford said, “The 
highways were crowded nearly all the 
way after the early’ morning hours. 
More and wider highways are coming 
in this country. We need them. They 
will be three tracks, each way. The 
people of this country have learned 
waat transportation has done and is 
doing for it. And it is transportation 
and industry combined which have 
given the people this money and leis- 
ure to get out and go far. 

“I think we saw tens of thousands 
of automobiles on that day’s drive. 
And everybody out for the day's rub 
with nature and a visit to the next 
county or state appeared happy, 
prosperous, hopeful. Most of them 
were the plain, healthy folk who do 
the work of the world and use what 
they have created. They are our best 
people, 

“They seemed happier than they 
used to be—they seemed to be getting 
a'ong, with plenty of work for the 
work days and plenty of leisure to 
play and enough money to finance it. 
The very highways—broad and smooth 
—represented labor and money cnough 
to indicate a general prosperity. 

Happier Pastime. 


“Motoring is a much happier pas- 
time than it used to be. Most of its 
worries are gone. You remember back 
in the early years of the automobile 
industry when you couldn't drive far 
on any well-traveled road without

coming to some motorist by the road- 
side working on a tire or fussing with 
the motor? 

‘“That is all gone. Everything is 
more dependable. Good roads, good 
motors, good tires—these have re- 
moved the numerous botherations of 
motoring. 

“As we drove through we saw many 
people off on side roads for picnics 
and others buying at roadside stands 
what they needed to add to their sup- 
plies for the picnic. Leisure and mon- 
ey to do these things have gained rap- 
idly in recent years among the plain 
people in the United States. 

“But prosperity was not in evidence 
only on the higways. Farms and 
homes and industrial plants = al! 
through that section of the country 
appeared in fine condition. 


Many New Homes. 


“There are many new houses. Many 
houses with new paint on them. Paint 
is a good sign of prosperity—for both 
the people and the paint concerns; 
Yards were well kept. Happy and pros 
perous people take pride in these 
things, Many front porches, arbora 
and yard fences:between the lots were 
covered with roses. Flowers around 
homes all along the way were evidence 
of a good state of mind among our 
people. 

“Of course the broad view of that 
route is beautiful at any time of the 
year. But close up there was every 
evidence that the people have time and 
money and thought for dressing up 
homes and yards and making them 
comfortable and beautiful. 

“Now I suppose hundreds of these 
home-owners in former years had very 
limited ideas about how to make their 


own homes beautiful, or to ,improve. 


what they had. Give a family an au- 
tomobile, get them out for a hundred: 
mile drive on a holiday—they come 
back with a liberal education on beau 
tifving homes and yards, besides get- 
ting some idea of what their neigh- 
bors in the next county are like and 
how they live. There’s nothing like 
it. Mix the people up. Get them ac- 
quainted. They seul up each other's 
ideas and almost like magic improve 
ment begins. 

“But in the field of solid prosperity 
as well as in home-beautifying trans- 
portation and industrty turn the trick. 
That is what has happened to the 
people of this country. All kinds of 
industries have forged ahead, able ia 
do so chiefly because of the highways 
which the automobiles demanded. 

Industrial-Minded. 

“Our people are getting industrial- 
minded. That includes applying better 
mechanical and -production methods 
to agriculture as well as to other in- 
dustries. Our prosperity is due to out 
great progress in all kinds of indus- 
tries. And transportation is. the basis, 

“There is more history on our roads 
than there is in our books, I saw 
the United States on the road and J 
tell you it looked good to me. Give 
a people highways and the means of 
travel on them, Highways help indus- 
try, industry builds homes, homes 
make the nation. 

“Qur people more than any other 
are able to use and enjoy what they 
have created. And, do you know, that 
is the perpetual motion of prosperity. 
A people able to use what they make 
will alwnya be able to make what 
they need. Prosperity is not piled-u 
wealth; prosperity is diffused wealth 
in constant use. Rich men do not make 
a prosperous country, but well-sup- 
plied and well-employed people do. 

“And there you are. Write our his 


tory in highways; read it there; the 
roads tell a great story.”’

Selection of books to be used in 
the Atlanta public school system for 
1929 will be the principal matter to 
be considered Tuesday at the regular 
monthly meeting of the Atlanta board 
of education, it was announced Sat- 
urday by George Powell, president. 

A special meeting of the book com- 
mittee will be held at 4 o’clock Mon- 
day afternoon and at that time the 
committee will draft its recommenda- 
tions to the board. Text books have 
caused a ripple between Mrs. Julia 
O’Keefe Nelson, chairman of _ the 
books committee, and administrative 
officials of the board because of the 
long lists and the alleged great ex- 
pense of some of the new selections. 

These differences will be ironed out 
at the session to be held Monday alft- 
ernoon, it was predicted Saturday, 
and the committee will enter’ the 
board in full agreement. 

Efforts to accept several other re- 
cently-completed school projects con: 
structed from 1926 school bond 
funds were unrewarded Saturday, and 
it was said that a special meeting 
of the board may be called at a later 
date to accept’ them.

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Profit-T aking Absorbed 


During Short Session

New York, July 6.—(4)—The stock 
market held its ground in a manner 
highly satisfying to the bull forces to- 
day, although the huge increase of 
$227,000,000 in brokers’ loans report- 
ed last night caused a momentary 
sinking spell at the opening. 

Considerable week-end profit-taking 
had to be absorbed, and a number of 
issues closed a few points lower, but 
the Associated Pfess price indices in- 
dicated that gains slightly more than 
offset the losses. So many brokers 
and traders were out of town for the 
week-end that trading was in moder- 
ate volume, the turnover for the two- 
hour session barely exceeding 1.500.,- 
0O0O shares. 

There was little in the day’s news 
to influence the trend of the market, 
although another reduction of 1-8 of 
lL per cent in bid and asked rates on 
bankers’ acceptances gave further evi- 
dence of the slackening of the credit 
strain. Yesterday’s call money rate 
of 7 per cent carried over the week- 
end, and bankers expect that call 
loans may be firm early next week 
as the final mid-year’ settlement 
checks are returned for collection, and 
banks pay off more of their borrow- 
ings at the federal reserve. If mat- 
ters are allowed to take their course 
thereafter, however. a marked im- 
provement is expected. 

The week-end trade and business re- 
views were generally gratifying, with 
the building and brick manufacturing 
industries about the only soft spots 
reported. F.+ W. Dodge Corp. re- 
ported that building contracted in the 
states east of the Rockies in June 


declined 7 per cent from May, and 
16 per cent from June; 1928. Sev- 
eral more favorable June salés reports 
of chain store systems came to hand. 
It was stated in motor circles that 
the demand for new models remains 
insistent and that onjy a mild season- 
al decline in manufacturing is anti- 
cipated, 

f’'arm implement shares were a con- 
spicuously strong group, reflecting the 
sharp rally in grain prices this week. 
Case Threshing was sent up 28 points 
to a record price at 350, Minneapolis 
Moline reached new high ground in a 
moderate gain, and, International Har- 
vester and Oliver Farm Implement 
mounted about 3 points. Food shares 
were also well bought, Corn Products, 
Continental Baking A and Coca-Cola 
rising 3 to 6 points.to new peaks, 

Eastman Kodak was a strong fea- 
ture, shooting up nearly 12 points to 
205 3-4, getting above the 200 mark 
for the first time. The buying was at- 
tributed to rumors of an impending 
4-for-1 splitup and uneonfirmed re- 
ports of the development of a new film 
which can be manufactured much 
more cheaply than present types. <Al- 
lied Chemical, Peoples Gas, Cutler- 
Hammer, International Telephone, 
Hoe & Co., International Business Ma- 
chines, Ludlum Steel, Simmons and 
Youngstown Sheet and Tube § were 
other issues reaching new high prices 
tor the year or longer. 

Auburn Auto, which had a violent 
upward spurt yesterda®, fell back 10 
points, but recovered half its loss. 
Commercial ‘Solvents lost nearly 9% 
points. Du Pont and National Bis- 
cuit lost 3 or 4 points in profit-taking. 
United States Steel, Packard, General 
Motors, Radio and General Electric 
sagged about a point. 

In the commodity markets, wheat 
advanced about 2 cents more only to 
run into profit-taking resulting from 
bearish weather reports from South 
Dakota, and a reaction at Winnipeg. 
closing a cent and more lower. Corn 
sagged more than a cent in poor cash 
demand. Cotton eased slightly. 

Foreign exchanges were dull and 
fairly steady, sterling cables holding 
at $4.84 7-8, and the Japanese yen 
rallying 1-10 of a cent further to 44.70 
cents.

Cooler weather during the last week 
of June was having an adverse ef- 
fert on the city sales of some fruits 
nnd vegetables.

STEEL OUTPUT 
HOLDS STEADY 


New York, July 6—(#)—While 
early in the week there were conflict- 
ing reports as regards steel mill op- 
erations, the advices later seemed to 
agree that the general operations dur- 
ing July would continue at practically 
the same rate as previous months and 
that where a falling off in certain or- 
ders did occur a heavier ‘demand from 
other quarters would make up the dif- 
ference. Ingot output for the first 
half of the year was estimated at ay- 
proximately 16 per cent larger than 
last year. Prices were steady. Pig 
irou was steady and unchanged, 

European buying of copper has been 
only at a moderately active rate, with 
recent uneasiness in London apparent- 
ly checking a further revival ot inter- 
est. Inquiry from domestic consumers 
continyed small. Although there is 
said to have been an improvement in 
consuming demand fabricators have 
held off pending publication of the 
June statistics. Producers continue 
to quote. electrolytic nominally at 18 
cents delivered in the Connecticut val- 
ley, with customs smelters still sup- 
plying the demand. ; 

The tin market developed firmness 
toward the close of the week, largely 
on the strength at London. Consumers 
and dealers were reported as buying 
actively. 

Lead prices were reduced, although 
reports indicated a fair consuming de- 
mand prevailing largely for July ship- 
ments. :

The Motion Picture Industry. 


The outstanding development in the 
motion picture industry the last two 
years, and one which has virtually 
revolutionized the industry during this 
brief period, has been the sound pic- 
ture. 

The talkies could not have come at 
a more opportune time. Attendance at 
the movie theaters increased steadily 
up to 1925. but remained at more or 
less of a standstill from then until 
the latter part of 1928. The last year 
the “talkies” have been received with 
such wide popularity that most of the 
leading film companies have decided 
definitely to discontinue silent pic- 


tures. 

The talking picture apparatus used 
by most film companies was developed 
in the Bell laboratories of the Ameri- 
can Telephone and ‘Telegraph Com- 
pany. Some years ago the leading men 
in the film industry were invited by 
the Bell laboratories to see and hear 
this new product. 

The giants of the industry, however, 
were. not favorably impressed with the 
device, their judgment undoubtedly be- 
ing influenced to no : wall degree by 
the failure of the Edison talking pic- 
tures a good many years before. Final- 
ly the Bell laboratories succeeded in 
interesting Warner Brothers Pictures, 
Inc., with the result that the latter 
organization became the pioneer in 
the production of talking pictures. The 
rest is history. 

The foresight and confidence of 
Warner Brothers in the talking pic- 
ture have been well rewarded. Before 
1928 the company had operated at a 
loss and in financial difficulties, 
whereas now it is earning more than 
any other company in the industry. 
In fact the tremendous sucerss o 
Warner Brothers talking pictures vir- 
tually forced the other companies into 
the production of talking pictures. 

Talking pietures caused many 
changes in the amusement field, but 
the way all the major companies were 
able to keep up their earnings during 
this wow, hs period and work out 
many of the new and difficult prob- 
lems with which they were confronted 
proves that the industry is more stable 
than it has been considered, and that 
changes in the tastes of the theater 
going public can be catered to success- 
fully.

PRICES OF FEEDS 
ADVANCE IN WEEK 


_ 


Prices for feeds generally advanced 
during the week ending July 3 with 
a fairly active demand for the small 
offerings, states the Grain, Hay and 
Feed Market News Service, of the 
United States bureau of agriculture 
economics. Higher grain prices were 
a'so a strengthening factor. Hay 
prices were generally unchanged. 

Prices of wheat feeds were general- 
ly higher than those of a week ago 


with heavier offal firmer than bran. 
Leman for linseed meal was more 
than equal to the light offerings and 
prices were unchanged to higher, 
ferings of corn by-product feeds met 
an active demand. Alfalfa meal con- 
tinued its downward trend towards a 
new crop basis. Spot demand for 
cottonseed cake and meal was dull 
but prices held firm with a slow de- 
mand for the small offerings and: an 
active market for deferred deliveries. 
Mill stocks, while decreasing, contin- 
ued heavy. Thirty-six per cent pro- 
te:n meal was quoted at Atlanta, July 
2. at $33.50 and hulls in bulk at 
$10.50 per ton. Prices of meal at 
Mempbis hekl about steady with the 
h:gher grain prices and the firmness 
in wheat feeds offsetting the slow 
demand. Closing options on July 2 


were: July, $35.75: August, $56.25, 
and September, October and November 
456.60, and December $36.50 per ton. 
Demand was also slow at Fort Worth 
and 43 per cent protein meal was 
quoted at 337.50 and hulls at $8.00 
rer ton. Prices of this feed were ir- 
regular in the northern markets; 41 
per cent protein meal was quoted 
$1.25 lower at Chicago, principally as 
a result of slow inquiry, but prices 
were unchanged to higher at other 


markets, 
Markets Firm. 


The southeastern feed markets were 
firm with a slightly improved demand. 
Buyers were reported covering. their 
immediate needs with mixed carlots, 
Interest in deferred deliveries was 
dull. Hard winter wheat bran was 
quioted at Atlanta in carlots, cash- 
on-delivery, on July 2 at $31.50 to 
$32.00; brown shorts, $35.00: gray 
shorts, $36 to $37.; red dog, $43 to 
$43.50; hominy feed and corn feed 
meal, $38; No. 2 alfalfa meal, $33.25 
and imported beet pulp $43 per ton. 
Hard winter wheat bran was quoted 
at Memphis on the same basis at $26. 

Standard middlings, $29.50; gray 
snorts, $30.50; corn bran, $28, and 
hominy feed $30 per ton. 

Hay supplies for the coming season 
may not be greatly. different from 
those of a year ago as the reduction 
ia the carry-over of old hay. may be 
more than offset by the larger crop 
In prospect. Upon the basis of the 
consumption of hay during the past 
two years, as measured by disappear- 
ance, a good inquiry will be determe 
ixed largely by the length of the feed- 
ing season, the severity of the winter 
and, to some extent, the supply of 
other feed grains and forage crops. 
Prices during the past year have been 
abave those for the 1927 crop when 
a supplies were the largest on réc-

Trend Upward. 


Timothy and prairie prices since 
the moderate decline at the beginning 
vf the season tended steadily upward 
during most of the year and at the 
middle of June prices of timothy were 
about 50c¢ per ton higher than at the 
corresponding time jn 1928. Prairie 
prices are around $2 per ton above 
those of a year ago, having followed 
fairly closely the trend of the preced- 
ing year during most of the season 
A'falfa prices have shown greater vae 
riations than those of other classes 
of hay and for most of the season 
were not only above those of the pre- 
ceding year but were also higher tha 
in other recent years. At the end o 
March No. 1 alfalfa was around $5 
per ton above the highest point o 
the preceding five years. Since that 
time, however, prices have declined 
sharply with the heavier movement 
of new crop hay and are now about 
$2 per ton below those at the corre- 
sponding date a year ago. 

The hay market was generally quiet 
in the southeast during the past week 
and United States No, 1 alfalfa from 
Oklahoma was quoted at Atlanta at 
$31 to $32; United States No. 1 timo- 
thy from Ohio $22 to $23; United 
States No. 1 Johnson $19, and United 
States No. 2 Johnson $17 to $18 per 
ton. 


COTTON MILLS 
~GUT PRODUCTION 


New York, July 6.—(#)—Cotton 
mills have been curtailing production 
very generally this week, taking ad- 
vantage of the midweek holiday to 
regulate the output to the lessened 
demand of recept weeks. Print cloth 
and sheeting mills will not produce 
more than 20 per cent of capacity. 
Many cotton duck mills were closed 
for the entire week in addition to 
continuing the 40-hour week schedule 
recently adopted by them. Wide 
sheeting mills are operating on @ 
basis of less than 70 per cent aver- 
age capacity, and fine combed goods 
mills are also running on about that 
basis. June production is believed 
to have run slightly ahead of sales 
with some increase in stock.

with Miss Lydia Wheeler, who 
has been studying voice in Milan 
under one of the most famous 
Italian masters. She went aboard

“We left Milan at 8:30 in the 
morning arriving in the thriving 
Como about 10 o'clock.

Just before reaching Como, the 
the Italian Alps rose suddenly to 
view, while typical Italian villas 
with the red tile roofs dotted the 
mountains. There were pink and 
green plaster houses, set on tier 
after tier of beautifully cultiwated 
terraces. In the station at Como 
the hustle and bustle was so great 
that we did not notice for some 
time, because of the awful rush, 
that when we handed the man at 
the gate our tickets he tore two 
ut from mother’s ticket and 
only One from mine. In the con- 
fusion we did not natice this, lit- 
tle thinking what trouble this 
oversight would cause later when 
the tickets we had purchased 
were for the roundtrip. We just

“We disembarked at 
called Cadenablia, where 
lunch at Victoria Hotel, an Eng- 
ish establishment. for the Eng- 
lish people make this place almost 
a little England. We had iunch 
en 2 terrace overlooking Lake 
Como with Bellagio across the 
way and the stately mountains 
with their deep fissures and 
crevices, cultivated terraces and 
waterfalis. As we sat at lunch, 
the lake water appeared to take 
on a greater biuish tinge, and the 
clouds hung between lights and 
shadows. 

The head waitress was of typ- 
ical English type and spoke with 
gentle voice English, Italian and 
French. We were served real

balustrades Covered solidly with 
red, white and pink roses. Cool 
grottos with silvery waterfalls are 
set in a wall on each terrace. The 
guide took us through a great re- 
ception hall in the building with 
beautiful statuary all around the 
walls and ceiling which were of 
blue fresco and which rivalled 
the blueness of the lake, in full 
view of the doorway. The trip 
through the garden is one of con- 
tinual bliss, for in the garden 
there is a plant, or a flower or 
Shrub from every country in the 
world. Japanese grass covers 
many of the terraces, also palms 
from Florida and cactus plants 
from Mexico. The garden is cul- 
tivated on terraces, with here and 
there walks through cool, dense 
wooded spots, where _ rippling 
brooks add to the beauty of the 
scenery, as if in the heart of a 
forest. The villa. is 180 years 
old, first owned'byv an_ Italian 
countess, then by a German, but 
has been bought by the state of 
Italy as one of the most prized 
show places. At one. spot we 
came upon four varieties of or- 
chids, hanging in a basket sus- 
pended from the trees. One 
whole terrace was covered with 
all colors of azaleas and rhodo- 
dendron, and another was made 
into a rock garden with every va- 
riety of wild flower in existence, 
Springing from the crevices. Here 
and there a red path led out to a 
small arbor perched on one of 
the terraces. There we had un- 
limited view of the lake and sur- 
rounding mountains. The air 
was fragrant with the odor of 
roses, wistaria and magnolia blos- 
soms. After wandering three- 
quarters of an hour through 
these superb ground® we came 
out on the terrace in front of the 
villa and we were led to the gate 
by our guide, who bid us fond 
farewell, for the Italians are a 
very polite people. We caught 
the 5 o'clock express steamer 
back to Como and had the coolest 
of rides down the lake, overhead 
Suffused with every color of the 
setting sun. We almost missed 
ou rtrain, as we had lingered long 
in the gardens and we had to 
scoot through Como to the sta- 
tion like steam engines.”

Washington, July 6.—(#)—The phe- 
nomenal development of radio is re- 
flected in the great increase in bus! 
ness transacted by the federal radic 
commission and the growth of its stafi 
fof assistants. 

Two years and three months agc 
when the newly created comunissio» 
started clearing up the chaos that fo! 
lowed the breakdown of broadcast sta- 
tion regulation in 1926, the five com- 
missioners had seven assistants, a sec: 
retary, a press relations man and five 


stenographers. 

Members of the commission had ra- 
dio engineering and law experience 
but there was no regular technical o1 
legal staff. 

Today the personnel of the commis- 
sions working force numbers 90. 
the legal division, which was 
workers, nine of whom are law- 
yers. 

The engineering division created last 
August has a personnel of 14, seven 
being experienced radio technicians. 

The remainder of the staff is com- 
posed of stenographers, typists and 
clerks. They handle thousands of ap- 
plications tor licenses, construction 
permits, changes of wavelengths and 
power and letters from broadcast list- 
eners.

THE INCOME TAX ISSUE. 

Without assuming any attitude 
for or against the proposal to levy 
a tax upon incomes by the state 
for general state purposes, it is due 
to the people to know the legal 
facts that attach to such a pro- 
posal. 

For instance, there is a conten- 
tion that an amendment of the state 
constitution is necessary in order 
to empower the general assembly 
to impose such a tax. A close ex- 
amination of the constitution’s pro- 
visions respecting the powers of the 
general assemBly over the subject 
of taxation does not disclose any 
inhibiition of an excise tax upon 
the net incomes of citizens of the 
state. At least, no one has as yet 
pointed out such a specific or gen- 
eral prohibition. 


It has been notoriously known 
from the date of its completion in 
the convention of 1877 that the 
constitution was meant to give to 
the general assembly the most com- 
plete authority to lay taxes upon 
all the polls, property and legalized 
privileges in the state. There were 
to be no exceptions other than 
those particularly named in the 
constitution itself. 


From the earliest days of the 
republic the power of the states to 
levy excise taxes, as distinguished 
from taxes on property, has been 
recognized by the state courts and 
federal courts up to and including 
the supreme court of the United 
States. And all of them have held 
that an income tax is an excise tax. 


As early as 1812 the state of 
Massachusetts enacted an excise tax 
on the par value of the capital stock 
of banks. A case was brought to 
test the right of the state to levy 
such a tax and the famous Chief 
Justice. Parker, of that state, de- 
clared the tax was an excise duty 
which the state had a right to levy,

Examples Are Not Lacking.

The fact is pointed out that prac- 
tically eve individual and business 
interest im North Carolina has kept 
progressive pace with the extension 
ot the good roads system. The wealth 
of the tsate has increased steadily and 
the state taxation is not the burden 
that the people carry. That burden 
is composed of local taxations which 
the people have voluntarily imposed 
upon themselves for their own specific 
benefits.

A Steady Progressive Policy. 

Thomas’ Jefferson was the first 
American president to advocate fed- 
eral aid for road building. On March 
=-9, 1806, he approved an appropri- 
ation of $30,000 in aid of the Cumber- 
land read, to run from Cumberland, 
Md., on the headwaters of ‘the Poto- 
mac river, west to a point on the 
Mississippi river. The jiast of many 
appropriations to that road was made 
on a? 25, 1838, and was for $159.- 


The present federal aid bill was en- 
acted by congress on July 11, 1916, 
aud it has given the present great im- 
petus to the building of good roads 
in all the states of the Union. The con- 
stitutionality of the act was attacked, 
but the courts have upheld it in every 
case as justified by several of the 
powers contided to congress by the 
constitution, 

The first state highway commission 
was set up in New Jersey in 1891 and 
today all the states of the nation have 
specific highway departments, whose 
operations are financed principally by 
bond issues based on motor vehicle 
and gasoline taxes, or on ad valorem 
county taxes to carry local bond is- 
sues,

Who Reap Good Roads Benefits? 

The authorities say that the con- 
struction of a good roads system is in 
nowise class legislation, but is for the 
benefit of all road travelers alike. 

There are greater contacts between 
the cities and the country, between all 
classes of people, and the good roads 
are rapidly developing the rural sec- 
tions. They are making the lands of 
the farmers more valuable, with great- 
er accessibility to their adjacent cit- 
ies and markets. © They give better 
facilities in carrying farm products, so 
helping both the producer and con- 
sumer, ‘They increase mail distribu- 
tion, giving the ‘ountry people the 
main postal advantages of the city 
dwellers. They make possible better 
schools for the children, consolidating 
one-room schools with indifferent 
teachers into central schools with ef- 
ficient faculties. 

And they are found to contribute 
many moral advantages by eliminating 
too great distances to reach Sunday 
schools, churches and other means of 
social and spiritual improvement.

Road Demands Increase Daily. 

There are some 24,500,000 regis- 
tered motor vehicles in the United 
States and the “saturation point” is 
still far ahead of us. We have as yet 
only 575,000 miles of surfaced high- 
ways in a general system of 2,900,000 
miles of recorded roaas. 

The American automobile Associa- 
tion figures that cach automobile on 
a country highway requires 44 yards 
of highway space for operation. On 
that basis if all the 575,000 miles of 
surfaced highways were occupied at 
once that mileage would Just accom- 
modate 25.000,000 cars and _ leave 
1,500,000 in the garages or parked 
useless on the sides of the roads. 

So that the federal road officials 
estimate that road demands are in- 
creasing daily and that those demands 
will determine that travel, population, 
business enterprise and capital invest- 
ments, will preferably ,go to those 
states that have good roads added to 


‘their resources and other natural ad- 


vantages.

New York, July 6.—Columbia uni- 
versity summer students are now car- 


rying books between the classroom, 
where some of them are called “l’ro- 
fessor” by their teaehers, and their 
rooms in near-by apartment houses, 
where some of them are addressed as 
“Daddy.” 


That word baving taken on doubt- 
ful connotations of late, the Skyliner 


hastens to assure the public that it is 
used in its original and most com- 
mendable sense. In short, these stu- 
dents are winter professors in cvl- 
leges and vther schools throughout the 
country, and in coming here to learn 
still more they bring their families, 
and even distribute the children among 
the city’s many summer schools. 


About 3,000 of Columbia's summer 
students live in the dormitories ; 4,000 


live permanently in and around New 
York, and 7,000—from Alaska, Ha- 
waii, Japan, Porto Rico, Cuba, Ev- 
rope and Asia and many states—take 
rooms and even apartments in Man- 
hattan. Regular residents on _ the 
heights near the university find the 
students fortunate summer tenants. 
While the regulars are away fhey sub- 
let to the students, who include most 
delightful people, of a kind who never 
have wild parties and leave the furni- 
ture just as they find it. They drive 
here in their own cars, hundreds of 
miles, and in free hours what a glori- 
ous time they do have exploring this 
city!

Now the civil service lst contaizs 
215 “eligibles,” and the chances are 
that they swim quite weil, for Joe 
Ruddy, the city’s. physizal examiner, 
has settled convictions on this sub- 
ject. At 50 he holds 750 prizes iu 
sports and athletics, representing 26 
fields of competition and ‘including 
two Olympic champion medals. He has 
long been captain of the New York 
Athletic Club's water polo team, and 
the sports writers call hia. “that Wal- 
rus Extraordinary.”

Announcement that wumen are be- 
coming lifeguards at the beach gives 
opportunity for a_ little light think- 
ing about differences between the sex- 
es. Although it is reported that sev- 
eral men have feigned drowning in 
hope of rescue by women life-savers, 
one may be sure it won't happen 
often. 


The male lifeguard has long been 
a romantic figure. Well-proportioned, 
powerful, agile, bronzed, he represents 
his sex at its physical best. He is 
usually the type of man a maiden nat- 
urally would pick for a rescuer. Even 
his eyes are right, for he sits in a 
chair on a platform high above the 
beach, looking steadily through the 
blazing sunlight to see that all’s well 
with the swimmers out there at rope's 
end. His eyes have that clear, stead- 
fast look women like. 

With the woman lifeguard it is 
otherwise. She also must be power- 
ful, bronzed, muscular—maybe _ tvo 
much for the taste of a man desiring 
rescue for pleasure. Women swim- 
mers often are lovly, but only, with 
rare exceptions, up to a certain point. 
Women capable of swintming only a 
quarter mile are, generaliy speaking. 
better equipped with “igh than the 
ones who essay the English channel. 
The prize-winners in the swim seldom 
win prizes at beauty confests. 

Besides, there’s this: ‘The girl who 
succumbs to the briny and needs res- 
cueing may be a charming. delectable 
creature to haul on the beach, and life- 
saving for the male guard may there- 
fore be quite a pleasure, but the man 
who sinks and cries for help can't 
be the utmost in sex appeal, anyhow, 
for the woman capable of pulling him 
out.

HEAD OF CHEST URGES 
EFFICIENT CHARITY 


Haphazard and impulsive alms-giv- 
ing increases mendicancy and depend- 
ence, said Frank Miller, executive dI- 
rector of the Atlanta Community 
Chest, in an appeal to the. public 
Saturday to accept the Chest and its 
39 societies as the community’s agen- 
cy of helpfulness. 

‘The prosperous citizen owes more 
than a dime, a quarter, or a dollar to 
the mendicant,” he said. “He owes 
him shelter, food, raiment, medical 
care and a chance to become a self- 
respecting, self-sustaining member of 
society. 

“Almost everyone suspects when he 
gives money to a solicitor for aid, or a 
street beggar, he is guilty of a bad 
social practice. ‘The findings of in- 
vestigators leave no room for doubt. 
Such givers are encouraging mendi- 
caney. 

“Suitable investigation, planning, 
the development of social and finan- 
cial resources are undertakings for 
which the private citizen is seldom 
equipped, The cause of need, the rem- 
edies to be supplied, are of almost in- 
finite variety. 

“To meet this human need, to solve 
these social welfare problems wisely 
and effectively as possible, the Chest 
and its allied societies have been form- 
ed. They have been created by an in- 
telligent and sympathetic understand- 
ing of the problem, expressing also the 
private citizen’s desire to relieve and 
to cure distress.” 

Mr. Miller's statement comes in 
connection with plans of Roy LeCraw 
and a group of campaign workers to 
renew the Chest’s appeal for public 
support, which soon will be presented 
to. persons able to make substantial 
contributions.

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So amiable have been relations be- 
tween Prime Minister MacDonald and 
Ambassador Dawes that they have 
quite inspired the British with *the 
idea of really dving something to ce- 
ment the new friendliness in Anglo- 
American relations. The British are 
becoming what is for them positively 
enthusiastic. Some of them at least 
are insisting that the time is propi- 
tious not only to put the cruiser ques- 
tion to sleep, but to find a whole new 
basis of Anglo-American co-operation. 

The fact that many British mer- 
chants are greatly worried over our 
wuew tariff bill and are discusing the 
necessity of retaliatury measures in 
“self-defense” does not deter other 
Britons—who probably are not hit by 
the proposed tariff—from going so far 
as to suggest that the British should 
dismantle their West Indian naval 
bases as a gesture.of friendship to- 
ward the United States. 


Various aspects of this matter have 
frequently been suggested on this side 
of the Atlantic, and Congressman 
Hamilton Fish some months ago intro- 
duced a resolution in the house pro- 
posing that the United States purchase 
the British and French possessions in 
the Caribbean, and credit the price on 
the debts owing to us from Great Brit- 
ain and France. 

The English reaction to such a sug- 
gestion has always been that it savored 
of selling off the family estate and 
that, hard-pressed as they were, they 
were not yet forced to such a liquida- 
tion. The average Englishman, ac- 
customed as he is to having the Brit- 
ish navy dominate the world’s seu 
routes, ®nd accepting as a matter of 
course the possession of naval bases 
all over the world, has perhaps found 
it difficult to appreciate the Ameri- 
can interest in the naval bases at 
Bermuda and Jamaica. He would ap- 
preciate it, more readily, no doubt, if 
we had a navel base on an island 600 
miles from London, or if Malta, as an 
American instead of a British posses- 
sion, flanked the Suez canal route with 
a formidable air base. 

Lhe discussion of the last two years 
over the relative size of the English 
and American navies has helped to 
make the British aware of American 
sensitiveness in this regard. The Ber- 
muda and Jamaica bases are of no par- 
ticular value against any country ex- 
cept the United States. A determina- 
tion on the part of the British to dis- 
mantle them would involve no liquida- 
tion of the family estate, would raise 
none of the difficult questions implied 
in a transfer of sovereignty over peo- 
ples and would be an unexampled ges- 
ture of verification of the oft-repeated 
assurance that Great Britain would 
not under any circumstance go to war 
with the United States. 

= = * 

Germany having borue herself with 
dignity through the trying discussions 
of the reparations conference and hav- 
ing with equal dignity raised the 
question of the evacuation of the 
Rhineland concurrently with the ac- 
ceptance of the Young plan, proceeds 
with a considerable loss in dignity to 
observe June 28—the anniversary of 
the signing of the treaty of Versailles, 
and, incidentally, of the assassination 
of Franz Ferdinand—as a day of 
national mourning. 

This is a trick Germany seems to 
have adopted from China. For the 
Chinese are prone to have national 
mourning days as protests against this 
or that action of Japan in the past. 
The ostensible motif of the German 
melancholy. is that she should. have 
been charged with the sole responst- 
bility for starting the World War. 
This “war guilt lie,” as it is fondly re- 
ferred to in Germany, weighs heavily 
upon the German soul, albeit the con- 
tention is not seriously made that the 
Fatherland is not chargeable with 
some of the responsibility. 

There is little attempt to conceal, 
however, the more practical aspect of 
the matter. The theory is that the 
penalties of the Versailles Treaty are 
based a#pon this charge of German sole 
responsibility, and that if the “lie” 
were once expunged the penalties 
would fall with it. 

But would they? Is any reasoning 
German so nafve as to think that even 
if the thesis of the most pro-German 
of the war guilt investigators were 
proved up to the hilt there would be 
any great change in the political status 
quo? The world has known for dec- 
ades that Bismarck falsified a_tele- 
gram to precipitate the Franco-Prus- 
sian War, but Germany never made 
any move to hand. back Alsace-Lor- 
raine or any portion of the $1,000,- 
000,000 she exacted from France as 
the prize of victory. 

The national mourning has much 


more reality in German internal poli- 


tics. It is the,principal.game of the 


nationalists to ropest the old refrain 
of “Deutchland Ueber Alles” on all oc- 
ca-ions when iaere is any chance of 
embarrassing the government by doing 
6, Responsible German statesmen 
may realize fully the futility, and even 
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the foolishness of such a demonstra-° _ 


tion, but they also realize the emo- 
tional force of nationalistic sentiment 
and that they would only be making 
matters worse by attempting to re- 
press it. Under the circumstances the 
best they could do was just what they 
did—make a dignified protest against 
the war guilt charge and refuse to 
give official countenance to the dem- 
onstrations. ;

Once again China's internal crisis 
has been resolved, and in typical Chi- 
nese fashion. General Feng, having 
been maneuvered inte a position where 
he had little chance of military sue- 
cess against the Nanking government, 
finds himself left with only a nuisance 
value. He opens negotiations to dis- 
pose of this for cash. Nanking finds 
it to its advantage to buy it. So Feng 
is paid $3,000,000 “for his troops” 
(the quotation marks do not impl 
that the troops will get none of this 
money), and then, in the amiable and 
humanitarian Chinese way, Feng is 
appointed as a “trade inquirer” to go 
abroad and study economic eonditions 
in other countries. For this purpose 
he is furnished the munificent sum of 
$200,000. 

Lest the economic structures of oth- 
er countries become fearful of the im- 
pact of this high-powered peasant in- 
vestigator, it may be said that he is 
hardly expected to bring baek to China 
$200,000 worth of economic informa- 
tion. In fact, his government would 
be just as pleased if he never came 
back at all. 

And this may be his fate. For Occi- 
dental physicians who have been call- 
ed in have reported him suffering 
from a serious complication of. dis- 
eases. It is more than likely that ‘this 
picturesque Chinese leader will con- 
fine his trade inquiries largely to the 
compensation received by western sur- 
geons. 

There is room for debate over the 
efficacy of this Chinese method of 
overcoming civil dissension. On hu- 
manitarian grounds it is vastly pre- 
ferable to our Occidental method of 
execution for high treason. On prae- 
tical grounds it is all too likely to 
encourage others to take the road 
which seems to lead directly to treason 
and fortune. '

The emperor of Japan has finally 
added his name to those powers who 
have ratified the Kellogg pact. He is 
the last of the 15 original signatories 
to ratify it, not because Japan was 
opposed to the pact, but because Jap- 
anese politicians of the upposition saw 
an irresistible opportunity to make 
trouble for the ministry in power. 

The pact reads that it is made in 
the name .of the peoples. According 
to the Japanese constitution, the em- 
peror has the sole and exclusive right 
to make treaties. And despite the tre- 


imendous modernization in Japan, the 


imperial prerogative is still a sacred 
thing. The forces arrayed against the 
Tanaka government seized upon its 
Signature of the Kellogg pact and de- 
neunced it as an effront to the em- 
peror. It seems almost too trivial a 
matter to be taken seriously. But be- 


a 
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hind it there was a growing determi- | 


nation to oust the ministry. It might 
have been done on this issue, except 
for the fact that it would then have 
appeared that the ruling elements in 
Japan were opposed to the treaty. 

So the treaty has been ratified. But 
the search for an issue upon which 
the government might be condemned 
went on. A new attack was pre- 
cipitated by the report. of the in- 
vestigation of the death of Chang Tso- 
lin. High military officers in Man- 
churia were to be punished for neglect 
of their duties in failing to guard the 
bridge which was dynamited. 

The criticism is that if the neglect 
was serious enough to warrant the 
punishment of these officials it was 
serious enough to warrant the resigna- 
tion of their superiors. Here military 
Japan came to the front. The minister 
of war must be a lieutenant general. 
If the military hierarchy has an in- 
cumbent resign and then advises that 
there is no qualified officer available 
for service with the existing cabinet, 
the only alternative is a new cabinet. 
[It was thus that Baron Tanaka's 
ministry fell. But back of this intrigue 
were a dozen others which found their 
justification in the growing discon- 
tent with the Tanaka policies.

FLOWER REVERSES 
INSECT RAVAGES 
BY KILLING PESTS 


“Turn about is fair play in the 
plant and insect world,” says C. P. 
McCormick, of Baltimore. “At one 


time insects killed plants, and worms 
ate fruit, and the flowery kingdom 
and the orchard could not retaliate—~ 
as far as we knew. 

“But now we know more. Hid away 
in Dalmatia and Japan was a flower 
which killed insects and yet was harm- 
less to all other living things because 
absolutely non-poisonous. This is a 
beautiful member of the chrysanthe- 
mum family and. makes a most 
ing variety for the garden.

We can only be thankful that 
the house, at least, has been beautifully 
preserved, with its fine square rooms and 
graceful staircases. 


Lee’s is a tradition which marks n_only 


the history of the Civil war, but, t.™ ugh 
his family. goes back to the Revolution, 
also tying the great general's Arlington to 
Stratford, still today standing—ancesral 
home of the Lee family in Albemarle coun- 
ty, close to the Wakefield of the Wash- 
ingtons. 


Steeply upward along the river the road 
‘from Arlington leads on toward Alexandria, 
where many quaintly lovely houses still 
stand wherein Washington played cards or 
danced or worked at the serious business 
of revolution. 


Alexandria, so picturesquely lovely from 
the river front, rises in quaint brick against 
its sloping banks from the river in graceful. 
Georgian houses of a democracy mueh as 
Budapest flung its old palaces up from the 
Danube to make the homes of an aris- 
tocracy. 


As you enter the town by road, you see 
the lattice work of a great steel beam 
darkening the gray upon a steep hill at 
the right. It is the Present flinging up a 
new temple which soon will house the 
mementos of Washington the Mason, first, 
or charter, worshipful master of Alexan- 
dria lodge. 

There will be hung William’s pastel por- 
trait) made while Washington was presi- 
dent and approved by him. The Masonic 
apron, sash and jewel of office he wore; 
the furniture of the room as it was when 
he took part in the ceremonies; many let- 
ters of his and sweet personal possessions, 
such as the little penknife his mother gave 
him, which he carried in his pocket al) his 
life, there will find adequate enshrine- 
ment. There, too, will be found the fine 
Gainsborough portrait of Lord Fairfax, of 
which a copy recently was made at the 
request of the British government to be 
hung in the House of Lords. 

In the dingy Masonic hall in Alexandria, 
today you see all these things and many 


more. Yet it is after you have left them 
—intimate mementos of Washington 
- though they are—left them for Christ 


church, rising from its ancient quiet grave- 
yard, iron fence-inclosed; it is while you 
are talking with the lady who conducts 
you about Christ church that the present 
begins to seem to carry on our past. 

She is a little, thin lady, and she bears 
an old historic name. You do not ask by 
what vicissitudes of time she spends her 
hours thus alone among the throngs who 
idiy stare and hurry on to find a new sen- 
sation. They have come from another 
world than hers, and they are as foreign 
to her as if they spoke another language. 

As they do, for they speak the tongue 
of a world of high-speed, mechanized liv- 


ing. For them, this Christ church is a 
curiosity. For her, it is just her parish 
church. For her, the pew of Lee across 


the aisle is quite as hallowed as the pew 
of Washington. 

For her, there is no showman’s sense of 
a curious historic bit. She knows her 
church's past, is proud of it. But for her 
it is a continuing entity, not a museum 
piece—her parish church. She loves it for 
jis own beauty. And she is right. 


We Americans fling ourselves across the 
Atlantic ocean and travel miles by train 
to see some English churchyard—perhaps 
older, but no lovelier than this and for us 
Jar less hallowed by the tradition of history. 

Washington himself may have noticed 
the intricate pattern of the leaf shadows 
upon the old brick walk, and certainly his 
sensitiveness to architectural beauty was 
aware to the charm of the church itself, 
to the texture of its brick, its combination 
of arched and straight windows, its beauti- 
ful belfry, standing out before the square 
church to form, on one side, an entrance 
porch. He undoubtedly enjoyed, while he 
was worshipping there, the fineness of the 


white-panelied {nterfor, the wine-giase pui- 
pit against delicately clouded, many paned 
windows. 


And the bronze within that porch bears 
an inscription which might have been 
written for one just fallen overseas: 


“In memory of the Honorary Pallbearers 
of General George Washington, feNow- 
townsmen, Brother Masons, Trusted 
Friends, comrades in the cause of Ameri- 
can Independence .. . In memory also 
of the Lieutenants of the 106th Regiment 
Virginia Militia who bore his body to the 
Tomb December 18th, 1799.” 

Past the home of Lighthorse Harry Lee, 
tc the door of the old Carlyle House, the 
road thus leads us. Carlyle House was the 
scene of many Revolutionary meetings. 
Shielded from the modern street by the 
new brick offices of certain real estate men, 
it still is found in nearly complete per- 
fection, built upon the~-old, round brick 
top of a still more ancient fort, with its 
small but nicely proportioned rooms an- 
tiquely furnished, glimpses of an old gar- 
den through its wide east doorway and 
the rooms where Indian prisoners were 
kept beneath the foundations. 

Here Washington often staved for sup- 


which during the Civil war’was recognized 
as neutral ground and reverenced equally 
by the soldiers of both armies. 

The policy adopted by that organization 
is much the same as that followed by the 
society which seeks to restore Wakefield. 
State regents take charge of the work of 
the society for each state, and money is 
raised by popular subscription from 46 
many: parts of the country as possible. 


In one of the many little white buildings 
which mark the ancient charm of Mount 
Vernon, sits Colonel Dodge, for more than 
forty vears in charge of this plantation. 

Of the Half-a-million tourists who visited 
Mount Vernon last year, probably very 
few saw the man whose life-long steady de- 
votion has done so much to re-create the 
home of Washington, to keep these lawns 
so fair, these gardens so trim, these rooms 
so intact. 

He just sits there in the little room, itself 
so delightfully early American in its fur- 
nishings, and carries on his steady cor- 


- respondence, trying to find and to authenti- 
-cate those pieces of the old Mount Ver- 


non furnishings which were scattered to 
the winds at the sale a century ago. Fre- 
quently he has been successful. 
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Kenmore, Home of Washington's Sister at Fredericksburg 
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per. to return before bed to Mount Ver- 
non, riding his horse over a narrow sandy 
road. 

Today, we travel by the easy way of new 
concrete, all of the most present in its 
hurrying care—cars hurrying toward that 
shrine of all Washington shrines. How the 
states are gathering on that road! You 
note the tags: Florida, California, Illinois, 
Texas, Alabama, Louisiana, North Carolina, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Minnesota, New York, 
Oklahoma—and this is the middle of the 
week. Mount Vernon is closed on Sundays, 
or there would be many more. When the 
ladies of the Mount Vernon association are 
in meeting here there are many more. 


For out of the history of the preserva- 
tion of Mount Vernon as a national shrine 
there has arisen an interesting custom. 
Annually the ladies of that association 
meet here, live in these rooms where Wash- 
ington lived, sleep in these bed chambers, 


That Mount Vernon is there at all to~- 
dav, for all of us to love and see, to carry 
us away by its dignity, its beauty, to a 
right pride im our forefathers, is owing to 
one woman, Ann Pamela Cunningham, a 
founder and first president of the Mount 
Vernon Ladies’ Association of the Union. 

Handicapped in almost equal measure by 
her sex and by her ill health, she 
theless. succeeded

Many of the furnishings in the Mount 
Vernon mansion are actvfally those which 
stood there when Washington lived. Many 
of them are very like the original pieces, 
of the same period and stvle, and give the 
same effect to the eve as Washington's 
home. would have given to a visitor at the 
close of the eighteenth century, but they 
are not identical. It would be Colonel 
Dodge's. dream of Paradise to find and re- 
store the true Washington furniture. 

Often when he finds it. he cannot afford 


to buy it. There are, for example. such 
things as the great banquet table, offered 
to him for $100,000. - The banquet table 


ought to be in the dining room—but a hun- 
dred thousand dollars is a lot of money, 
when there is so much to be done for 
Mount Vernon. 


But Colonel Dodge just recently had one 
piece of luck. 

Some plaster had fallen from a wall, 
and when the colonel went over to see 
about repairing it. he found that under the 
white pilaster—put there at a more recent 
Gate—was some old wallpaper which. un- 
doubtedly, had been there under Washing- 
ton’s eve. The color was badlv faded and 
the pattern was incomplete. 

So he got in touch with all the interior 
decorators and lecturers and afitiquity peo- 
pie he ceuld find, to stari a* campaign of 
publicity to ascertain what that pattern 
renliy had been, 
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A Washington lecturer was among those 
to whom he spoke. Shortly afterward, she 
was giving a lecture in Baltimore and 
showed a lantern slide of Colonel Dodge's 
discovery. A lady over eighty ‘years old 
was among her hearers. When the lec- 
ture was over, this old lady said: 

“When I was a very little girl, I was 
visiting Mount Vernon with my father. A 
plasterer was working in one of the rooms, 
and he had a lot of pieces of paper he had 
torn from the walls. He called to me and 
said: 

“*Little girl, here is a piece of wallpaper 
from George Washington's wall, Take it 
home as a souvenir!’ 

“So I took it home and I still have it in 
my attic, and I will send it to Colonel 
Dodge for Mount Vernon!” 

Which she did. So now the complete 
pattern, with the delicate original color in 
pale blue and pale pink upon a pastel 
gray, was hung upon the wall in Washing- 


‘ton’s bedroom to help us guess how the 


walls then really were. 


Whether authentic or not in its chairs 
and tables, there is always the sense of 
life about Mount Vernon. No army of 
blue-coated guards—recently and by neces- 
sity installed—has, so far, robbed us of the 
living Washington. The printed page has 
made him as dead as Julius Caesar. Here 
in these rooms he loved and among these 
fields he cared for, he walks again. 


Out there upon the lovely knoll from 


which opens the vista of the slow Potomac 


toward the south and east, photographers 
are making a panorama picture of thirty 
tourists. They sit in a row like swallows 
on a wire. They have come in a bus, per- 
sonally conducted by a smart young man 
in a straw hat. Two young lovers walk 
frankly with arms about each other under 
the trees. An extraordinarily bow-legged 
man in a visor cap, golf trousers and noisy 
woolen stockings, leads his portly, kindly 
looking wife down the path toward the 
tomb. The back of his neck is deeply sun- 
burned, marked with those -wrifikles vou 
see only on the neck of men who have long 
followed a plow in the sun. 

The tomb today is empty of all wreaths 
Save the last one laid there—by Washing- 
tons last successor and fellow-engineer. If 
all the wreaths ever laid there had remain- 
ed, the tomb could not have contained the 
tributes of respect from all the greatest of 
this earth. And yet, somehow, I like to see 
the bow-legged man in his funny country- 
store clothes, standing there and feeling 
that this is his Washington. 


Mount Vernon—and the Washington of 
achievement, Washington the country 
Squire, Washington the general, Washing- 
ton the maker of our country, Washington 
the president. 

To know the earlier Washington—the 
adoring son. the dashing youth, the lover 
of gaiety with an eve for a pretty girl and 
a good horse, we must take up our road 
once more for Frédericksburg. 

Anag such a beautiful road it is that 
winds by woods and fields—much as they 
were in his time—a road that is crossed by 
many a tiny creek with a charming name 
—Accotinek, Giles, Marumsco, Neabsco, 
Powells Run. Quantico, Chopawamsee, 
Aquia. Accoksek—all the way to the Rap- 
pahannock, where great ships once plied 
Straight to Liverpool from the back door 
yards of the Fredericksburg gentry. 

Every crossing is marked by a moment 
of *merican history—now an early land 
patent. now an early iron furnace, now a 
gaid by Civil war cavalry, Confederate or 
Federal. 

There is beautiful littl Pohick church 
where Washington was a vestryman. in 
which he worshipped more often than in 
any other, where George Mason and Fair- 
fax had their pews, and into whose native 
sandstone lhntels the Pennsylvania soldiers 
scratched ‘their names in the warring ‘60s. 

There is the road which leads off to the 
site of such fine Revolutionary 
Masons Gunston Hall ‘still standing and 
still lived in) and toward Belvoir which, 
alas, was burned. Here on the right is 
beautiful Woodiawn, purchased and restor- 
ed. shortivy before his death, by the 
Senator Underwood of Alabama, 
is the typical sign reading:

what was called “the hot-bed of revolution” 
—the Ferry farm, where grew the alleged 
cherry tree and whence he is said to have 
thrown the mythical dollar across the river 
—Fredericksburg, town of unspoiled beauty 
and romantic history—is at our feet. 


If aS many cannon balls’ were shot 
through Fredericksburg during the Civil 
war as are mentioned by the ladies of 
Fredericksburg today when they show You 
their Revolutionary possessions and ex- 
plain the damages to great-gran'pa's por- 
trait and to great-gran’mama’s fiddle-leg 
table, the government should still be strug- 
gling to pay its ammunition debt for that 
war. 

Yet Fredericksburg still has enough of the 
Revolution left to fill the most voracious 
appetite for American history. It is really 
almost unnecessary to step inside a single 
house to get the feel of it. Street after 
Streee remains the loveliest examples of 
American domestic architecture. House 
after house retains a garden redolent ot 
the box-rowed planting of the past and 
brilliant with’ the flowers our grandmothers 
loved to plant. 

As With Mount Vernon, a privately or- 
ganized association of women purchased 
and restored Kenmore just in time to save 
it from the lust of the real estate specu- 
lator. And only just in time. In 
ingtons day the garden ran 
through trom his mother’s to his sister's 
house 
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Washington's was a stern and exacvurg 
mother They tell you in Fredericksburg 
how Betty used to post a little negro at 
the path which led from Mrs. Washington's 
back door through the garden to her own 
to watch for her mother’s coming. When 
the old lady was seen to be approaching 
Betty would seize her knitting and be found 
industriously at work. 

In those times the fine brick residence 
was the center of an estate of 850 acres 
though those acres hate nearly all been 
torn away to make a site for small mod- 
ern houses, the old house keeps a fine ap- 
proach of lawn and tree and a suggestion 
of garden. One of its most beautiful fea- 
tures is the group cf eithteenth century 
ceilings of plaster with symbolical designs 
in bas re’ ef. all in perfect repair

nishings, like those of Mount Vernon, are 
often authentically the belongings of the 
first owner, often the exactly similar fur- 
niture of the period, while more than life- 
size portraits of the smiling Betty and her 
dashing husband, Fielding Lewis, shine still 
upon these halls. 

No sunset in a Surrey village could be 


more lovely than sunset is in Fredericks- 
burg, lighting the quaint, low houses where 
James Monroe had his law office; flushing 
the varied tones of red, rose-pink, pale 
bluff brick in the walls across the way 
upon the slant of the hill; gilding the Ris- 
ing Sun Tavern built by Washington's 
brother—of which the general said long ere 
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he was a general: “I spent the night at 
Weedon’'s and lost money as usual. The 
boys in Fredericksburg are too smart for 
me’—dimming into twilight over the little 
apothecary shop of Hugh Mercer, great 
friend of Washington's, by him ‘brought 
hither from Pennsylvania during the 
French and Indian war, the shop in which 
Washington kept a desk for his use when 


he stopped on one of those many horseback 
trips of which his dairy is full, 


On a high spot at the very edge of town, 
looking off, as if over a sea, upon flat 
meadow lands, are the meditation rocks 
where Washington's mother loved to ait, 
and the place she chose for burial under 
towering trees

Button Gwinnett Was Born In England, But At An Early Age Came to America and Georgia, Where 
He Held Many Public Offices Prior to and After the Signing of the 


Declaration of Independence 


"HE sale of an autograph of Button 
Gwinnett—the highest-priced sig- 
nature sought by collectors, and 
the sale of St. Catherine's island, 
his one-time home—again brings this Geor- 


gia signer of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence into renewed public interest. The 
one-hundred and fifty-third anniversary 
of the signing of the Declaration, ‘July 
4th, 1929), also directs attention to Gwin- 
neti’s part in that noble and most his- 
torical document of all peoples and all 
ages. 

Gwinnett represented the spirit that had 
developed in the wavering colony of Geor- 
gia—from an apologetic, timid, halting, 
hesitating policy, half fear, half dread— 
inte a vigorous, determined action, dy- 
namie and confident. : 


‘| It was not until the year 1926, however, 


when Charles Francis Jenkins, purchaser 
of the famous Gwinnett autograph at the 
price of $15,000 published thfough Double- 
Gay, Page company his exceptionally val- 
Uable work, “Button Gwinnett, Signer of 
the Declaration of Independence,” that the 
public at large and especially Georgians, 
became really aware of what valuable serv- 
ices has been rendered by this pioneer cit- 
izen. 


Prior to this date we know, in a genefal 
way, he was a delegate from Georgia to 
the continental congress in 1776; that he 
signed the Declaration of Independence; 
that for a few months in the early part of 
1777 he was provisional governor of the 


newly-born state; that in May of the same 


year he was killed by General Laclan Mc- 


Intosh in a duel; that no knowledge had 
been gained as to where and when he was 
born, nor where he was buried. Outside 
of these few facts, and lack of facts, his 
life was shrouded in obscurity, until his 
mame was made the “Man of Mystery.” The 
Georgia histories left a biased opinion of 
him; however, making it appear that pos- 
sibly behind this barrier was an unwrit- 
ten history that would reveal a man of 
better attainment if this could be gathered 


‘and published. 


Confronted by this vague outline, Mr. 
Jenkins, of Philadelphia, historian of the 
Pennsylvania Historical society, in 1923, be- 
gan to investigate the plan, and gathered 
a vast amount of material and data—long 
forgotten and overlooked documents were 
brought to light from archives, public and 
private. In 1926 he published his valuable 
volume. In unearthing, resurrecting, and 
publishing the historical and biographical 
remains of Button Gwinnett, Mr. Jenkins 
has given a valuable contribution to the 
history of the state and nation during the 
revolutionary period; clearing awa? some 
of the clouded affairs of,Georgia during 
1776-77, and bringing into his entitled 
piace this prominent figure,

Outline of Button Gwinnett as follows: 


Born in England in 1737, married in 1757

to Anne Bourne, in England; came to 


Georgia in 1763-64, where he was a mer- 
chant in Savannah; in 1765 he purchased 
St. Catherine's island, moving there with 
his wife and only surviving child, a daugh- 
ter.

After the resolution of Richard 
Henry Lee relative te the fact that “these 
colonies ought to be free.” Gwinnett was 
placed on he committee to help on he 
articles of confederation, which was the 
preliminary step to the drafting of the 
Constitution. On June 15th at the solici- 
tation of Gwinnett and Hall a special com- 


mittee was appointed to consider the af- 


fairs of the state of Georgia, based upon 
a report they had made and which de- 
manded action by congress. This com- 
mittee in consultation with these Georgia 
delegates made their report, which was at 
once favorably acted upon, and which 
granted the raising of two additional con- 
tinenta] battalions fof the defense of Geor- 
gia: blank commissions to be sent to the 
Georgia convention for the officers of these 
new troops, to be filled in with names se- 
lected by this convention; North and South 
Carolina were asked to permit Georgia to 
recruit men in their territory; galleys were 
to be built for the use of Georgia; new and 
strong forte were to be constructed at 
Savannah and Sunbury; two companies of 
artillery were to be raised to command 
these forts, and $60,000 was given by con- 
gress for the use of the two new military 
units. Gwinnett, Hall and Walton signed 
the Declaration of Independence on July 
4th. On July 24th the Georgia delegates 
secured additional assistance, a provision 
for a regiment of rangers to be raised, to 
serve on foot or horse. Gwinnett remained 
with congress until the parchment copy of 
the Declaration had been engrossed, which 
all the members present come forward to 
the speaker's desk and signed. This is the 
copy that has been preserved. He left 
Philadelphia probably the next day, with 
the document signed by President Hancock 
regarding the plans for the state of Geor- 
gia. He reached Savannah August 30th, 
appearing before the council of safety with 
his folic of reports. The first constitu- 
tional convention of Georgia was called to 
meet in October, and on the 9th he was 
re-elected a delegate to the next session 
of the continental congress. He was elect- 
ec the speaker of this convention, and was 
the leading member of the affairs of the 
meeting, and is credited with practically 
writing the first constitution and designing 
the first senl of the state. South Carolina 
sent Mr. Drayton over to Georgia to prac- 
ticalivy force the state to become a part of 
South Carolina, and give up its own iden- 
titv, but Gwinnett. replied to his overtures 
with so much foree and logic that Dray- 
ton was defeated.

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What Has Happened to Justice? 


is the answer to the question 
—What Has Happened to Justice 
in Chicago? Here is the proof of 
the assertion that gangdom, by 
intimidation and corruption, has paralyzed 
justice in Chicago. 

Two hired murderers, John Scalisi and 
Albert Anselmi, caught red-handed after 
killing two policemen, were placed on trial 
three times and in the end won their free- 
dom. They triumphed not because they 
were innocent but ause gangdom, with 
its tremendous power, was in back of them, 
The juries dared not, for their lives, give 
these assassins what they deserved. 

In Chiéago the gang killers fear only 
their own laws and their own executioners. 
How true this is, the story of Scalisi and 
Anselmi will show.

The wholesale slaughter of seven Chi- 
cago gangsters on February 14 bore fruit 
three months Jater in the so-called “re- 
prisal niurders” wherein three Capone 
henchmen were “put on the spot” and ex- 
ecuted. Two of these three, John Scalisi 
and Albert Anselmi, are now believed to 
have been the machine gunners who mow- 
ed down the seven members of the Moran 
gang. They were also the central figures 
in three of the most disgraceful murder 
trials in American annals. 

A study of their careers will show to 
what a degree of impotence gangdom has 
reduced justice in Chicago. 

Scalisi and Anselmi, regarded at the 
time of their belated deaths as the ace kill- 
ers of the Capone forces, were natives of 
the island of Marsala, Italy, from where 
the infamous Genna brothers hailed. They 


left long criminal records behind them in 
Italy to enter this country illegally in Sep- 
tember, 1924.. In Chicago they wére orig- 
inally the extra-special private killers in 
the employ of the Gennas, at that time 
chiefs of a powerful unit of the Torrio- 
Capone gang. 

They became the most dreadful scourges 
of the underworld. 

The Gennas, masters of the hordes of 
Sicilian “alky cookers” on the west side, 
vere about as murderous a family of pro- 
hibition beneficiaries as ever cheated the 
gallows. 
a phase of the booze racket “that produced 
more vile liquor, more concentrated mur- 
der, and more general hell than any one 
family not seated on a throne ever inflict- 
ed upon a bewildered community and an 
enfeebled officialdom.” 

The quotation is from James O'Donnell 
Bennett’s notable gangland series in The 
Chicago Tribune. 


The Gennas figured in not fewer than 
twelve murders up until the time Angelo 
Genna, youngest and toughest of the six 
brothers, was killed in May, 1925. One of 
these killings was the assassination of Dion 
O’Banion,,norshi side predecessor of George 
Moran, the present leader. After the slay- 
ing of Angelo the family went mad with 
vengeance. 


For days they roamed the north side 
with Scalisi and Anselmi, but though there 
were many fatalities, there was one north 
sider who eluded them. He is the same 
man the Capone forces have been after for 
years, the one the St. Valentine’s day kill- 


ers were after when they lined up seven 


They developed on the west side, 


men against a wall and drilled them with 
machine gun bullets. 
That is George Moran, whose continued 


indestructibility is said tq have impelled — 


Mr. Alphonse Capone to arrange a year’s 
imprisonment for himself in Philadelphia. 

It was during this period of bloodshed 
following the killing of Angelo Genna that 
the “Day of Sixty Shots’ occurred. On 
this day, June 13, 1925, Mike Genna, Scalisi, 
Anselmi and anéther man who was never 
mentioned, went on one of their killing 


‘expeditions in search of Moran, wounded 


dled a car belonging to Moran, wounded 
the occupant (who didn’t happen to be 
Moran) and then retreated. | 

Four police officers, ridjng in a squad 
car, observed the gangsters on Western 
avenue, heading south out of the Moran 
sector. Detective Michael Conway, in com- 
mand, recognized Mike Genna and directed 
the driver, Detective Harold F. Olson, to 
give chase. 

The west siders, whose car was more or 
less loaded to the gunwales with artillery, 
decided to outdistance the pursuing squad 
ear. For twelve blocks the two machines 


fled over wet pavements. The speedometers 
crept up to seventy-three miles an hour. 


At Fifty-ninth streét a truck careened 
into the path of he Genna car. 

Brakes screamed. The gunmen’s car 
leaped the right curb and slammed against 
a lamp post. The bureau car slithered to a 
stop within a few feet of it. 

“What's the big idea?” shouted Conway. 
“Why ail the speed when we were giving 
you the gong?”

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But these killers did not deal in words; 
they: dealt in death. And this was their 
busy day. 

Their response was a roar of flame and 
bullets. Olson fell dead, his jaw shot 
away. Another blast. of fire. Detective 
Charles B. Walsh dropped, - his breast rid- 
died, the whole, side of his face torn away 
by the soft lead slugs. Beside him fell Con- 
way, terribly wounded. 

Only Detective William Sweeney remain- 
ed on his feet after those first two quick 
and unexpected blasts. Shooting rapidly, 
he faced the fire of the hoodlums, drove 
them from behind their car, and pursued 
Genna. ; 

Genna pointed a sawed-off shotgun full 
at the officer and pulled the trigger. There 
was no report. McSweeney kept going. 
Genna stumbled into a basement, fired one 
last. shot, and expired. 

Scalisi and Anselmi were overhauled as 
they were boarding a street car. The other 
killer was never caught. 


Olson and Walsh were dead. There were 
sixty bullet holes in the police car. 


Now we shall, see how Chicago justice 
handled Scalisi and Anselmi. Later on we 
Shall see how gangland handled them. 

State’s Attorney Robert Crowe, now no 
longer state’s attorney—much to Chicago's 
relief—gave vent in subsequent days to his 
usual swift-trip-to-the-gallows speech, the 
two prisoners yawned with boredom when 
questioned through interpreters, and the 
defense fund collectors went about the 
town doing their stuff. 

Using their bombs and their guns where 
it would do the most good, the allied gangs 
working under Capone and the four sur- 
viving Gennas collected $50,000 of the 
$100,000 defense fund within six days of 
the murders. 

Several quite important members of the 
underworld remained -cold to the plea to 
contribute “for the sake of the good name 
of Sicily.” Bullets soon made them colder. 

Witnesses were also instructed how they 
should testify if they wanted to keep their 
health. 

Crowe had vowed -that the ‘prisoners 
would be tried within thirty days, but 
postponements carried. the case over until 
the fall. The trial opened October 5. By 
the 15th 235 veniremen had been question- 
ed and four had been accepted as jurors. 
One of the .veniremen was rejected as 
juror because he had contributed to law- 
enforcing organizations. The jury was 
completed on the 26th. 

Anselimi and Scalisi were identified over 
and over again under oath as the killers. 
State’s Attorney Crowe went so far as to 
say he was convinced these same two had 
Slain O’Banion, though nothing came of 
this declaration. Mr. Crowe always was 
strong on declarations. 

During the trial gangland kept the fam- 
ilies of the jurors in a high state of terror. 
The homes of two of the jurors were 
placed under police guard. Letters inform- 
ed relatives of the jurors exactly what 
might be expected should there be a con- 
viction. 

Defense Attorney Patrick H. 
on November 2, in his speech to the court 
on what the defense planned to prove, 
stated that Francis Zolfano, the Genna 
brothers’ bookkeeper and cashier in their 
alcohol and bootlegging trade, would prove 
indisputably that Mike Genna had paid 
$5.000 a month protection to the police 

“I offer to prove,” shouted the white- 
haired O'Donnell, “that for six months 
Zolfano met 300 policemen per month and 
had cordial and direct business reiations 
with them, and that there were 200 of the 
policemen from the Maxwell street

But O'Donnell’s charges were stained

“If a police officer detains you, even for 
a moment, against your will, and you kill 
him, you are not guilty of murder, but only 
of manslaughter. If the police officer uses 
force of arms. vou may kill him in self- 
defense and emerge from the law un- 
scathed.” 

The climax of the farce came on Novem- 
ber 11 when the jury found Anselmi and 
Scalisi guilty of manslaughter for the kill- 
ing of Officer Olson and fixed their pun- 
ishment at fourteen years in prison. Both 
defendants smiled broadly. 


State's Attorney Crowe exploded with 
indignation. He demanded that the pair 
immediately be tried for the killing of Of- 
ficer Walsh. He said. 

“tT hope to God that then we will have a 
jury of decent. God-fearing men and that 
they will do their duty and hang these 
killers.” 

“What do vou know of decent people?” 
inquired Defense Attorney Nash. 


Judge Brothers broke in on them. He 
Said he would set the case charging the 
murder of Walsh for the following Monday, 
November 15. The trial began February 
7, 1926. 

But as in the first trial, and as in all 
such cases in Chicago, they found it rather 
difficult to get a jury. Veniremen, for all 
their civic pride and belief in the prin- 
ciple of justice, took every possible means 
to escape service.

Springola had 
contributed $10,000 to the defense fund for 
the first trial, but when asked for the same 
amount later on he tried to compromise on 
$2,000. 

His reluctance resulted in his funeral. 

The most satisfactory fatality in con- 
nection with the defense fund drives was 
the death of Orrazio Tropea, known as 
“The Scourge,” who had been one of the 
principal collectors. His passing was hail- 
ed with giee in the Sicilian quarter, 


But perhaps the reader is wondering how 
the third trial of Scalisi and Anselmi came 
out. Or are you wondering? 

They were acquitted on June 23, twe 
years and ten days after “The Day of Six- 
tv Shots.” The excuse for the verdict was 
that they had only defended themselves 
against unwarranted police aggression. 

“There's nothing more to be done,” said 
the widow of Officer Walsh. “My husband 
and his friends were killed by these men 
who now have a crowd waiting to shake 
their hands. I give up.” ) 

But there wag something more 
done—though not by justice. 

Scalisi and Anselmi, as we have said, 
were the most dreaded scourges of the un- 
derworld. They were also the most treach- 
erous. More than once, after gangdom 
called off ‘the war to avoid mutual ex- 
tefmination, these two killers brought on a 
new reign of bloodshed bv breaking the 
solemn pacts of the gang leaders. Agree- 
ments never meant much to them.

Strictly speaking, the massacre on Feb- 
ruary 14 of this vear was not a complete 
success. Seven north siders were shot to 
death in one murderous blast of machine 
gun bullets, but Bugs Moran was not 
among the seven. He still remained on 
the scene, as much a menace as ever to 
the Capone power. It was not true that 
the massacre wiped out the Moran gang. 

We *know now that in the weeks follow- 
ing the massacre gang leaders of Chicago 
attempted to reach a peace, or at least an 
armistice. Two meetings were held in 
Cleveland. Scalisi and Anselmi were op- 
posed to a cessation of hostilities, were de- 
fiant of all suggestions of peace They 
wanted a relentless war waged against Mo- 
ran and the Aljiellos, Sicilian 
lied with Moran. 

But Capone wanted peace. 

Immune as he had alwavs been at the 
hands of the law in Chicago. Scarface knew 
there was no such immunity for him at the 
hands of his rivals. He had by now reach- 
ed his early thirties, a ripe old age for a

The assassin might have walked out un- 
observed, as there was no immediate out- 
cry, or he might have gone out through the 
basement and the alley. No one noticed 
him. Camilla heard the shots and came in 
with the chef, Colosimo was dead when they 
reached him. There was a revolver in his 
pocket, but it had not been used. The fact 
that he had been shot with a revolver in- 
stead of a sawed-off shotgun may be signifi- 
can. It was no robbery, as Big Jim’s dia- 
mond cuff buttons and other ornaments, his 
watch and money were untouched.

One was addressed to Colosimo and 
read:

A note with the same sentence in it had 
been sent to one of the assistsant prosecu- 
tors in the Enright murder case.

Is America, With Her Mass Production and Labor Organization, Sounding the Death Knell of Civil- 
ization? Here Is a Reply, From Labor's Point of View, to Joseph Caillaux’s Charge 
That Our Prosperity Is Paving the Way For a Future of Strife

Ny READING the recent brilliant . 
article of M. Joseph Caillaux in : a 

the Magazine Section, an article 
that attributed the grosser evils of 
our time to the honor paid to science and 
its application to society, I am reminded 
of a prophecy made by Lord Macaulay 
many years ago, in a letter written to a 
gentleman in New York in depreciation of 
Thomas Jefferson. 
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“It is plain,” wrote Macaulay, “that your 
government will never be akle to restrain 
a distressed and discontented majority. For 
with vou the majority is the government, 
and has the rich, who are always a minor- 
ity, absolutely at its mercy. The day will 
come when .. . a multitude of people none 
of whom have had more than half a break- 
fast, or expects to have more than half a 
dinner, will choose the legislature. 

“Is it possible to doubt what sort of a 
legislature will be chosen? On one side is 
a statesman preaching patience, respect for 
vested rights, strict observance of public 
ranting about the tyranny of capitalists 
faith. On the other hand is a demogague 
and usurers, and asking why anybody 
should be permitted to drink champagne 
and to ride in a carriage, while thousands 
of honest people are in want of necessaries. 
Which of the two candidates is likely to 
be preferred bv a man whose children cry 
for bread? 

“I seriously apprehend that you will, in 
some such season of adversity as I have 
déscribed, do things which will prevent 
prosperity from returning. . . . There will 
be. I fear, spoliation. The spoliation will 
increase distress. ‘The distress will pro- 
duce fresh spoliation. There .is nothing 
to stay vou... . AS I Said. before, when 
society has entered on this downward 
progress, either civilization or liberty must 
perish. Either some Caesar or Napolean 
will seize the reins of government with a 
strong hand, or your republic will be as 
fearfully plundered and laid waste by bar- 
barians in the twentiethi century as the 
Roman Empire was in the fifth; with this 
difference, that the Huns and Vandals will 
have been engendered within your country 
by your own institutions.”

This volue contains the Quillian Lectures

The six lectures are: 
“The Scope of the 
Discussion,” “A Study 
of Sacrifices,” “A 
Study of Prayer,” 
, Worship in Musical 
Praise,” “The Liturgy 
or Holy Communion,” 
and “Sunday Service 
and Sermon.” 

A careful study is 
made of worship in 
its three manifesta- 
tions of sacrifice, 
prayer, and musical 
praise. There are few 
men so well prepared 
as Dr. Parker to speak with authority on 
the general theme of the book. He has 
made patient and painstaking investigation, 
and the reader has a comfortable confi- 
dence in the accuracy of the author's 
scholarship, with the assurance that he will 
not be misled by the information given. 

It is refreshing to find an author who is 
not so cocksure of all mooted ‘points. This 
author does not dogmatize when knowledge 
is insufficient. 

Some features of the origin and nature 
of sacrifice are hidden in the obscurity of 
antiquity. 

Dr. Parker in making reference to Mel- 
chizedek's offering of bread and wine when 
he blessed Abraham, writes: “But we must 
confess that we really know nothing of its 
meaning.” 

In the chapter “A Study of Prayer,” an

of prosperity that has been coming slowly 
to the entire world since the advent of the 
machine. 


It is true enough that all the spiritual 
seers of Asia have called upon men to re- 
nounce the world. , But few appear to be 
aware that the gospel of renunciation 
preached in India, China, and elsewhere in 
Asia was based upon the poverty of the 
people. The seers called upon the people 
to renounce life for the simple reason that, 
so far as they could see, life had nothing 
to offer them. Almost everybody in Asia 
was poor. No matter how hard the peo- 
ple worked, they remained poor. They had 
not only never conquered nature: they 
never so much as dreamed that nature 
could be conquered. They starved by the 
million in the periods of famine; they per- 
ished like flies whenever an epidemic ap- 
peared. 


“Renounce the world. There is nothing 
here for you. Desire for what you can not 
have only makes you miserable, and is 
evil!’ That is what the spiritual teachers 
of Asia taught the people. There were no 
men of science, and, for lack of scientists, 
Asia has been poverty stricken for thou- 
Sands of years. The religious teachers of 
Asia to a man regarded the world and the 
life of man as evil, and they thought that 
the sooner man was able to escape the 
world the better. 


But with the advent of science—the thing 
that distresses M. Caillaux so much. and 
is the cause of his anxiety for the future 
of the world—the gospel of renunciation 
began to lose its effect; and here in Amer- 
ica it has lost it altogether. It was not an 
unpopular gospel in America at one time. 

Professor Fite, of Princeton, says that 
“the good old days, especially our own 
pioneering days, were mainly days of priva- 
tion, of unremitting toil for the bare neces- 
Sities of life; days not of spiritual leisure 
but of abject slavery to the needs of the 
body.” 

And Professor McMaster, in his “History 
of the People of the United States,” savs 
of a typical American revolution: “Sand 
spriukied on the floor did duty ag a car- 


interesting critical question is raised con- 
cerning the dedication of the first temple 
and Solomon’s prayer. The author says 
“The prayer surges with the rhythm and 
mighty thoughts of Deuteronomy. What- 
ever may have been its original basis, it is 
hard to believe that it emanated from the 
mind and heart of Solomon, a man gifted 
though he was, who in pride and sensuality 
had scarcely an equal, and whose later life 
was a flagrant contradiction of the pas- 
sionate monotheism of the prayer.” Dr. 
Parker is inclined to attribute the prayer 
to Jeremiah, “the saintliest, the most elo- 
quent, and the most deeply spiritual of the 
Israelites before Jesus.” 

The chapter on “Musical Praise’ will be 
specially cheerful to pastors. It would be 
difficult to find elsewhere a more com- 
prehensive history of Hymnody within the 
same compass. 

“The Study of the Liturgy or Holy Com- 
munion” contains of necessity some unfa- 
miliar technicalities, but gives to the reader 
an insight into the changing phases of this 
form of worship which the student of 
church history will welcome. 

As one finishes the last chapter, he finds 
along with acknowledgement of the im- 
portance of the ritual of worship, that by 
comparison, the author places the emphasis 
on the prophetic rather than the priestly. 

The careful reader will not overlook the 
helpfulness of the appendix. Preachers and 
laymen will find in this volume of Dr. 
Parker that which will richly repay them 
as they read it consecutively and then make 
use of it as a vahiable reference book. 
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THE CHRIST OF GOD. By S. Parkes 
Cadman. New York. The Macmillan com- 
pany. Price, $1.75. 

This latest volume by Dr. Cadman con- 
sists of five chapters: “The Christ of Chris- 
tian Tradition,” “The Threefold Approach 
to the Person of Christ,” “The Christ of a 
Growing Experience,’ “The Christ In the 
Modern World,” and “The Christ of To- 
morrow.” 

It should be highly gratifying to all 
Christians, irrespective of denomination, 


that we have in Dr. Cadman a man s0 
qualified both in scholarship and charac- 
ter as to be able to point out the imper- 
fection and false reasoning and misinter- 
pretation of Christ on the part of scholars 
such as Prot. Chariey J. Case, Ur. 
Gamaliel Bradford, Emil Ludwig, Dr. 
Warschauer, Prof. B. W. Bacon, and J. 
Middleton Murry. 


The author also remembers to expose the 
defects in “The Man Nobody Knows,” by 
Bruce Barton. 


The author writes: “To understand the 
transformation wrought by the personality 
of Jesus Christ, we should approach it from 
every possible angle. First the documents 
which contain the sufficient accounts of 
His career should be studied. 


» The experiences of His steadfast disciples 
Should be kept steadily in view. Third the 
organic witness of the Christian church to 
her founder, expressed in her sacramental, 
theological and evangelizing energies, 
Should be treated as genuine evidence.” 

It is very evident that Dr. Cadman does 
not fall into the error of the single-track 
mind. He gives due recognition to what 
may be termed the objective and subjective 
evidence in his estimate of Jesus. 


He also sets forth what the divine per- 
sonality of Jesus means to human society 
and its relationships, and mentions as the 
first characteristic of the teaching of 
Jesus, His emphasis upon the _ absolute 
worth of man, second, social obligation, and 
third, sacrificlal life. 

The author adds, “An examination of 
the whole situation as it exists leaves little 
room for doubt that the abolition of social 
maladjustment and transgressions is found 
in habitual obedience to the temper and 
teaching of Jesus.” 

A wide reading of this volume would go 
very far towards making our fellowship 
with God the Pather, and with the Christ 
of God more intimate and vital, and our 
attitudes towards our fellow men miore lov- 
ing and helpful.

pet. There was no glass on his table, there 
was no china in his cupboard, there were 
no prints on his wall; what a stove was 
he did not know, coal he had never seen, 
matches he had never heard of. ... He 
rarely tasted fresh meat as often as once 
a week, and paid for it a much higher price 
than his posterity. . .. If the food of’ an 
artisan would now be thought coarsé, his 
clothes would be thought abominable.” 


M. Caillaux complains that those whom 
he calls the Realists and Utopians, “chant- 
ing hymns, the one in glorification of pro- 
duction, the other in favor of a better dis- 
tribution of weaith, ascribing all progress 
of civilization to the betterment of material 
well-being, they have bowed man down to 
the earth instead of directing his eyes 
heavenward.” 


I would rob no man of his heavenly 
peace. Like most other persons, I believe 
that when we depart from this life we 
shall find a kindly heaven to receive and 
shelter us. But I find nothing spiritually 
elevating in a thought of heaven that can 
inspire men only when their stomachs ache 
from hunger and their backs from unre- 
mitting toil, while their souls vearn for a 
hundred things possessed by others, but to 
them denied through three score and ten 
weary and dreary years. 

We ought to rejoice that science was 
born for the conquest of nature, and that 
by means of its application to industry the 
end of poverty begins to come into view. 
There have always been a happy few so 
situated as to be able to enjoy the earth. 
We find them in ancient Greece and Rome, 
even in the Orient; but so far as the great 
masses of mankind are concerned, no star 
of hope ever shone for them in their earth- 
ward pilgrimage before the coming of the 
labor-saving machine. And it is only in 
America that the worker has so far real- 
ized the nature of his potential manhood 
as to become a vital economic factor in his 
country. 

I have no doubt that there have been 
other ages which may inspire M. Caillaux 
more than the one In which we both live. 
There may have been ages fairer in some 
respects than ours. 
Sophocles, or Plato or Aristotle or Dante 


There is today no- 


or Shakespeare; there are perhaps no great 
voices sounding now, such as have sounded 
in days that are now far off and, except 
for readers, quite forgotten. Unquestion- 
ably it is true that in all gain there is some 
loss, aS Emerson showed in his essay on 
“Compensation,” as he also showed that 
in all loss there is some gain. What we 
have to do, in considering gains and losses, 
is to estimate which is the greater. Only 
a few athletes in our time could have 
made that dashing charge of the Athenians 
on the Persiws at Marathon, running at 
full speed for not less than a mile; our 
mode of living has robbed us of some 
soundness of wind; but would any one— 
would M. Caillaux himself—advise us to 
abandon that method for one of more than 
2,000 years ago? 

If there has been some leveling down, 
there has also been an immense amount 
of leveling up. For every person who was 
able to read Shakespeare in his own day, 
there are 10,000 who are capable of read- 
ing him now. 

M. Caillaux complains of the material- 
istic character of our contemporary civil- 
ization—has it never occurred to him that 
this cilivization, of which he complains so 
bitterly, is the first in the history of the 
world in which the toiling masses have had 
anv intellectual lite whatsoever? The 
youth of Athens who listened to the Gis- 
courses .of Plato, or their elders who read 
him, were all aristocrats: the mass of work- 
ers in Athens were slaves who could 
scarcely have comprehended the simplest 
sentence that dropped from his lips. 

Yet when a Hungarian scholar went to 
London a little over twenty vears ago to 
give a course of lectures on Plato, one of 
the largest halls in the citv had to be hired 
in order to hold the crowd of working men 
who wanted to hear them. And if M. Cail- 
laux were ito come to America he would 
find the large hall of the Copper Union in 
New York filled night after night during 
the season, mostly with workers, who go to 
hear lectures on the most scholarly sub- 
jects. The machine, with its mass produc- 
tion, would not appear to have seriously 
damaged the intellects of the workers who 
threng the hall of Copper Union. 


Macgregor, M. A. Garden City, N. YW. 
Doubleday, Doran & Co. Price, $3.50. 


This is a volume of the Moffatt New 
Testament Commentary and in common 
with the other volumes is based on the 
Moffatt translation. 


The author in the introduction draws the 
contrast between the Fourth Gospel and 
the Synoptists as touching, chronology the 
scene of the ministry, the placing of cer- 
tain incidents, in attitude toward the 
miracle, the form and contents of the dis- 
courses of Jesus, the portrait of Jesus him- 
Self, and the conception of the develop- 
ment of Jesus. . 


In the elaborate introduction the author 
Sums up his evidence against the tradi- 
tional idea of the authorship of the Fourth 
Gospel. He takes the position that it was 
another John who was called “the dispicle 
of the Lord.” 


Dr. Macgregor says, “Perhaps A. D. 95- 
105 is the likeliest decade in which to date 
the Gospel.” The author concludes his in- 
troductory study with this consideration: 
“Have we not been apt to overestimate the 
importance of the question of our gospel’s 
authorship? Is the gospel any less precious 
if John the son of Zebedee had no part 
in its composition? One recalls the oft- 
quoted words of Thiersch, ‘If there were 
a great picture which tradition had af- 
firmed to be painted by Raphael, and it 
was proved not to have been painted by 
Raphael, but by some otherwise unknown 
artist, the world would have not one great 
painting the less, but one great painter 
the more? Whoever wrote it, the Fourth 
Gospel will always be the Holy of Holtes 
of Christian literature. Whoever witness, 
evangelist, redoctor may have been, to all 
three the world owes its gratitude for the 
book which is as Luther puts it, the ‘chief- 
est of the gospels, unique, tender and 
true.’ ”’ 


While the volume throughout manifests 
the . patient investigation of technical 
scholarship, at the same time it is filled 
with a practical and illuminating inter- 
pretation, 


One might infer that, in attacking what 
he regards as the imperfection of our 
time, M. Caillaux desired to compare our 
imperfect present with some perfect past, 
Any comparison between. the present and 
the past will be not one between two im- 
perfections. M. Caillaux may prefer, as do 
some others, periods belonging to the past; 
but speaking as one who knew, in his 
youth, the nature of back-breaking toil 
and the many disabilities sustained by la- 
bor, I hail the present day, with its labor- 
Saving machinery and mass production, as 
the greatest that has dawned in the annals 
of man. 

To determine that all men shall have 
enough to eat and wear, and a comfortable 
house in which to live, may not seem to M. 
Caillaux the highest ideal of which hu- 
manity is capable, and doubtless it is not; 
but I believe that this ideal may be real- 
ized before any other ideal can be. We 
shall never have a morality wholly worthy 
of mankind before the most pressing needs 
of humanity have achieved their goal. Nor 
can we believe that it is possible for a class 
in our day to remain virtuous while the 
mass remains vicious. We are fast learn- 
ing to perceive that humanity must stand 
or fall together as a unit, and we welcome 
the machine and mass production, now 
that this truth has been made clear and 
our duty imperative.

And one could 
appreciate Miss Gertrude Lawrence's be- 
wilderment should she drop into the Sel- 
wyn theater and see the undeniably plump > 
lady who is impersonating her in “Keep 
It Clean.” 


There's one very catchy song in the 
show. It’s called “I See You But What 
Do You See In Me?’ I imagine it will be 
quite popular among those people who like 
nothing so much as walking miles around 
a stuffy ball-room on a sizzling evening. 
The producers apparently do not agree 
with me that this is their best song for 
they constantly hurl at you what seemed 
to me only a mediocre tune, “Hot-Cha- 
Cha.’ Apparently the only person in the 
show who were denied the privilege of 


shouting “Hot-Cha-Cha” at a seemingly 
indestructible audience were the _ stage 
hands.

take the place of the speaker of th® day. 
For one thing, At the 
height of its most impassioned arguments 
one can observe no beads of earnest sweat 
upon its cool mahogany brow. 

Then, too, there are no gestures. Whether 
the radio is Pointing with Pride or View- 
ing with Alarm, its attitude is the same. It 
is just a piece of furniture. 

What is an oration—especially an Inde- 
pendence Day oration—without gestures? 
A vegetable dinner, that’s what it is. The 
old-fashioned public speaker may have 
confused motion with emotion, but he put 
on a gcod show. Patriotic exercises in 
which he participated were exercises in 
the fullest sense of the term. His grammar 
was a little shaky, but every subject had a

predicate and every predicate was illustrat- 


ed by an appropriate pose, so that the old 
settlers who ~wéere hard of hearing didn't 
miss much after all. 


There is a little bit of Caligula in every 
one of us. We disapprove of the Spaniard’s 
bull fights, and the Cuban's cockfights, but 
we always manage to find some diversion to 
gratify our own sadistic impulses. Before 
the day of dance marathons, stunt flying 
ang newspapers filled with bedside photo- 
graphs of accident victims, it was the cus- 
tom to hitch up the old gray mare, pile 
the family into the spring wagon and drive 
lt the county seat on the Fourth of July. 

There, on the bunting-draped platform in 
the courthouse vard, we saw the speaker 
of the cGay—a former state senator, who, 
although temporarily in eclipse. was still 
believed to be “in line for something.” Fat 
and florid, he sweltered majestically in the 
regulation orator’s uniform-—the frock coat, 
the wing collar, the white necktie. the fra- 
ternal emblem. 

The July sun beat down upon the un- 
coverec platfcrm, and long before the mu- 
nicipal band had reached the fina) thump 
of “Stars and Stripes Forever.” the sena- 


torial forelock was merely a damp design 
on the speaker's brow. During his intro- 
duction by the local superintendent of 
schools, he patted his glistening jowls with 
a large handkerchief and encouraged the 
white necktie to rally around his drooping 
collar. 

But when the introduction wes over and 
he rose to acknowledge the applause, such 
trifles as haberdashery and personal ap- 
pearance were forgotten. He bowed, step- 
ped to the table at the front of the plat- 
form, poured himself half a glass of what 
had once been ice water, and drank, hold- 
ing the glass in a very refined manner, with 
the little finger rampant. 

Then, putting it down carefully, he clear- 
ed his throat and said “My 
friends” —. Whereupon the audience 
breathed a sigh of satisfaction and settled 
back on their haunches to witness a three- 
hour struggle between hostrionics and hu- 
Fascinated, watched’ the 
speaker's face change from pink to purple 
as the afternoon wore on; through the rip- 
pling heat waves they saw him swing his 
arms and bend and stretch and bellow; and 
they marveled that a man of his age and 


figure could so exert himself beneath the 
blazing sun without suffering a stroke.

Whenever the speaker showed signs of 
flagging they would spur him on with a 
burst of applause. Encouraged by their 
well feigned enthusiasm, he climbed to 
new heights of oratory when he would far 
rather have sat down and shut up. 

It was a cruel sport, but the audience 
enjoyed it. Sometimes they even listened 
to what the speaker was saving, and in- 
variably his remarks were flattering. 

“Never,” he would assure them confiden- 
tially, “never in all my many years of pub- 
lic life has it been my privilege to addres# 
a more intelligent gathering of honest, up- 
standing American citizens than I see be- 
fore me today!” 

This statement was not a complaint 
against fate for circumscribing the sphere 
of his activities. It was a genuine com- 
pliment, and he had Said it so often that 
he believed it himself. They were nature's 
noblemen and the fairest flowers of Amer- 
ican womanhood respectively. They were 
the backbone of the nation, the keystone of 
the arch of civilization into whose lap the 
goddess Ceres poured her richest bounties 

The Fourth of July orator mixed hir 
metaphors with both arms. like a baker 
kneading dough, but even so. his hearer? 
had no difficulty in understanding what 


he meant, and they felt gratified. Qtd 
farmers, bent with half a century of toil, 
were able for the moment to forget mort- 
gages, crop failures and rheumatism when 
the orator informed them that they were 
God's noblest creatures, dwelling in the 


fairest land that ever sun shone upon. Be-., 


draggled housewives beamed self-conscious- 
ly as he enlarged upon the importance of 
hearth and home. When one is working 


‘eighteen hours a day and wondering where 


next month's rent money is coming from, it 
is comforting to be reminded that one is & 
citizen of the richest country on the face 
of the globe, living in an era of unprece- 
dented prosperity. 

American prosperity was a favorite theme 
of the Fourth of July orator and it was, in- 
cidentally, his undoing. As long as peo- 
ple were poor and had simple tastes, they 
turned to him for consolation ang diver- 
sion; there was nothing else to do. But 
when prosperity really came, bringing with 
it automobiles, moving pictures, radios, 


foreign travel, golf clubs, deferred pay- 
ments and other luxuries, people stapped 
listening to the Fourth of Jifly orator when 
he talked of prosperity. They found the 
theory less interesting than the practice. 


So eloquence has fallen upon evil days. 
Except during political campaigns, about 
the only chance an orator has to spread 
himself is at unveilings. These are fairly 
frequent, thanks to the efforts of state 
historical societies. Wherever anything of 
consequence has happened, there eventu- 
ally a statue or a tablet will be unveiled 
with appropriate words and = gestures. 
Births, deaths and battles are commem- 
orated in enduring bronze and _ almost 
equally enduring eloquence. We must pay 
a certain penalty for having ancestors, 


In some instances the speaker 
luctant as his hearers. Mr. 
example, was not an orator by nature, 
The role was thrust upon him through 
circumstances which were beyond his con- 
trol. He happened to be the only living 
descendant of the famous Revolutionary 
general, Nathaniel Willow. It was not his 
fault that all the others were dead. 


Naturally, when the Nieces of the Amer- 
ican Revolution placed a bronze tablet on 
the house where General Willow had been 
born they asked Mr. Willow to unveil it 
and deliver an address. , 

Mr. Willow had never unveiled anything 
before, but he said that he would trv. He 
practiced on the shower curtain in the 
bathroom until he had mastered what he 
considered the . proper technique-—a_ step 
forward, a majestic sweep of the arm, a 
step backward, a bow, But as July 4, the 
day of the unveiling ceremony, approached, 
Mr. Willow grew rather apprehensive.

She says that in her town 
they have football teams in the 
grade schools and if a boy doesn’t take his 
part in football he is a pariah.

Another mother described the grace 
school schedule in her town. School opens 
at 8:45 a. m., and if-any pupils arrive 
earlier they must sit in their seats quietty 
lest they disturb any of the paragons who 
wish to study before school.. School is out 
at 11:45 for lunch. School opens again at 
1 p. m, and closes at 3:45 p..m.;for the 
day—uniess a pupil has earned the privi- 
lege of remainitg-a half hour or longer 


after school. There is mo recess forenoon — 


or afternoon for seventh or eighth grades. 
The correspondent’s daughter, nearly 13, 
has always been very healthy, but now be- 
gins to ‘complain of. feeling ready to fly 
and unable to do her work. At school she 
has one period a week of gymnasium. The 
school has one of these patent ventilating 
systems that gets all out of kilter if a win- 
dow is/opened in the schoolroom when the 
air is unbearably warm or close. So the 
teacher and children have to absorb the 
rotten air, lest the janitor get angry or 
the school board be suspected of grafting 
or something.

in by a direct descendant of Wash™¢ton's 
nephew—still called “Miss Lucy Lewis,” 
though she really is Mrs. Grimes. 

Like a human being whose face may be 
wrinkled, whose hair-may be grayed by the 
passing of time, yet who remains essen- 
tially the same person, so Marmion, 
through passing years losing something, ac- 
quiring something—giving, accepting—has 
changed, though slightly, and yet remains 
the same. 


A handsome, young, dark-haired and 
charmingly gracious woman meets you at 
the door of Marmien and with traditional 
Virginia hospitality makes you feel at 
home. It is Miss Lucy herself. It seems 
incredible, as you talk with her, that, she 
can be almost close to the time of Wash- 
ington. It is startling te learn hat her own 
father was born in 1808—less than a decade 
after the death of the general—and was 
himself the gréat-grarnd nephew of Wash- 
ington. He was over seventy years old 
when Miss Lucy was born, and was the 
son of Daingerfield Lewis. 

I had met other members of the many 
clans of Washington now living in these 
parts. As Washington had no children of 
his own, all of them are collateral descend- 
ants or relatives by marriage. 
genealogy was all the more, 
pleasant in its simplicity. 

Great pecan trees drop their nuts upon 
the lawn of Marmion and rattle off the 
roofs of the old white houses at the four 
corners of its square doorvard, where the 
conical soap kettle lies unused. Here. at 


one corner, are the old officese of the 
estate. Here is the kitchen, at another 
corner, with a chimney «in which four tal!

stand football. Football is a man’s game 
and should be left to university men or 
men of that age.

The school day described by the second 
mother is apparently 6 3-4 hours long. That 
is at least two hours longer than normal 
childreh can safely endure. Worse still, 
the repression begins even before school 
opens in the morning, and is kept up ruth- 
lessly in some cases after school has closed 
in the afternoon—probably when the 
teacher happens to be very neurotic and 
unable to stand much restlessness on the 
part of the unfortunate kids in the school. 
Then, to complete the sordid picture, here 
is the funny old patent ventilating system 
in operation. Jiminy Christmas, I sup- 
posed that comedy had been scrapped long 
ago. Probably the wiseacres on the board 
of education got stuck with the ventilating 
installation, and haven't the courage to an- 
nounce to taxpayers now that the system 
is a dud. So teachers and children must 
put up with the foul air whenever the 
ventilator fails to vent, which is always 
frequently. A teacher in such an emergency 
is surely justified in opening a window, and 
if she has the right stuff in her she will 
open one. | 

But we should not ascribe the school- 
girl's yearning to fly or her inability to do 
her work to the foul air in the schoolroom,

are cold and the waffle-iron—-stamped 
with hearts, spades, diamonds and clubs— 
is rusted. 

White clapboarded, the house opens its 
central hall to a vista of garden through 
the wide door beyond. Every room (except 
that ‘finest one displaced for the museum) 
is beautifully paneled, and each is differ- 
ent from its fellow.

Like every historic house near Freder- 
icksburg, Marmion has its cannon balls— 
three of them—in the front doorward near 
the old scraper—one from the Revolution, 
one from the War of 1812, and one from the 
Civil war, like hostages of Fate and Pawn- 
broker. 

There is something so utterly of the Vir- 
ginia past, so keenly of the finest Virginia 
present, about Marmion and its owner, so 
sure of itself, so pridefully and so greatly 
simpie, that not merely from their history 
but from their personal present you look 
upon this land and on these people and 
sav: “This is America.”

for that wouldn't matter much if the girl 
had a fair deal in the matter of education. 

I 
can imagine ‘what a farce that class _ is. 
When anything in school requires only one 
period a week you may know what the 
school authorities think about it. They 
think it isa silly fad, and that’s why they 
consent to give it one period a week. That 


is what ails physical education all over the — 


country. It is something the present re- 
gime of educators, or school men, scarcely 
understand—-they have not had much of it 
in their own training and they're like the 
chap who has not studied grammar in 
school. 


This gir] psobably begins to manifest the 
ill effects: of the vicious system of educa- 
tion to which she is being exposed. Her 
teachers, evidently, do not take seriously 
the old saw bout the sound mind in the 
sound body. They believe a sound mind 
can be built regardless of the body. 

The no recess abuse is one significant 
bit of evidence of the utter incapacity of 
the teachers or the superintendent of the 
school in question to have charge of the 
pupils. The invasion of the children’s own 
time, before school opens, to begin the 
process of suppression, is another bit of 
evidence to the same effect. 

It would be far better for the pupils who 
do wish to study before school opens, if 
they were allowed to learn to study amid 
the confusion and bustle of the unrepressed 
gathering. That is the way they'll have to 
think and work in actual life. Do the neu- 
rotic teachers imagine that all activity 
must cease when one of these future citi- 
zens wishes to think? ‘ 

Children in their early teens should have 
not less than two hours of physical activity 
daily. It is monstrous to confine them for

number—but in number—have found Fred- 
ericksburg. But only a few have gone to 
Marmion. Only a comparatively few have 
followed on along the newly built govern- 
ment road to Wakefield. 

You bid Miss Lucy a reluctant good-by 
to follow that road once more. 

Soon, if the public becomes increasingly 
awake to its opportunity, Wakefield, too, 
like so many other Virginia estates dear to 
tradition, will come into its own, will rise, 
after a century and a half to be alive again. 

Today only a granite obelisk, shining 
against a grove of dark Virginia cedar, a 
miniature replica of the great shaft in 
Washington, marks the historic spot where 
Washington was born. It is not a silent 
spot, this little, lonely hill beside the Po- 
tomac. It is full of the whispers of leaves, 
the chirpings of mocking birds and car- 
dinals and thrushes, the lapping of waters; 
full of the hum of insects under the sun 
upon those fields where the boy Washing- 
ton once plaved. 

Until just recently the brothers Latane— 
Washingtons on their mother’s side, French 
Huguenot by early Virginia on their fa- 
ther’s—owned Wakefield as a part of their 
inheritance. They still live on either side 
of the government owned right of way that 
leads to the monument. 

Rockefeller has agreed to pay “the La- 
tane bovs.” as they call them down here, 
$100,000 for Wakefield, on the condition 
that the Wakefield association raise an 
equal amount for the restoration of the old 
house. Not a great sum when you remem- 
ber that $150,000 was paid for the Ferry 
farm because Washington had lived there 
for a time, nor much when vou remember 
that Colonel Dodge had told of the prices 
asked for such things as a table of Wash- 
ington's 

Here. at Shellfield. thev tell how some 


five hours to physical activity. A normal 
child of that age is simply incapable of

To compel the child 
to sit still and “behave” for more than 
three or four hours is something in the na- 
ture of an assault upon the child’s well 
being. 

I’m not sure, from the mother's letter, 
but I fear the work her daughter is unable 
to do may be “home work.” One would 
expect that type of teacher, in that kind 
of school, to devise a liberal dose of “home 
work” for the unfortunate pupils. More 
competent teachers in the better conducted 
schools are quite happy without any stint 


of “home work.” Even in a good high school 


the amount of study a pupil does out of 
regular school hours is nobody’s business 
but his or her own. This “home work” 
game is simply an alibi for the unqualified 
teacher, that is, if the pupil is not mental- 
ly defective. 


Some -old-fashioned teachers. defend the 
“home work” evil by saying that it keeps 
the child out of mischief at home, or off 
the streets, or something like that. On 
that basis the teacher ought to lay out a 
stint of study to last all summer, for some 
children are likely to run about the street 
or go to shows or something in the sum- 
mer time. Of course this defense is ab- 
surd. It is a reflection on the parents and 
the home. 


The child's time out of school hours 
should be his own or her own. it is strict- 
ly for the parents to control the child's 
use of that time. 

Our school system is all right—if you 
want to traim a child only from the eye- 
brows up.
